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Sir, 

I HAVE the honour to submit my Annual Report for the year 1878. 

The Metropolitan Police having been established in the year 1829, has now entered on 
the fiftieth year of its existence. 

In that year the population was 1,468,442, and the strength of the Police Force was 
fixed at 3,341. 

On the 31st December 1878, the population of the Metropolitan Police District was 
4,534,040, and the authorised strength of the Police was 10,477. 

Of these 9>206 were available for duty in the Metropolis, viz., 21 Superintendents, 
544 Inspectors, 728 Sergeants, and 7,913 Constables. 

4 Superintendents, 40 Inspectors, 93 Sergeants, and 578 Constables were employed in 
the Royal Dockyards and Military Stations, and the remainder in various Government 
and private establishments. 

The augmentations during the year were 2 Inspectors, 7 Sergeants, and 51 Constables 
for duty on additional fixed points and in the interior districts. 

On the recommendation of a Departmental Home Office Committee, the Secretary of ^ 

'State was pleased to sanction the promotion of the Station Sergeants, a very deserving ^ , // «- 
body of officers, to the rank of Inspector. 

An increase of pay was granted to the Ser^jeants, and the promotion of the Sergeants 
and Constables in their classes accelerated by a rearrangement of the period of service in 
the classes, and an augmentation of numbers in the first class of Constables. 

An increase of pay was also granted to the Acting Sergeants. 

352 new streets and 3 new squares — total length, 55 miles and 153 yards — have been 
formed and opened for public use during the year. 

The increase in the number of new houses is 2,717 over those built in 1877. 
The annual progression since 1874 has been about the same, the average each year 
showing an increase of 2,341 above its predecessor. The number built in 1874 was 
7,764. In 1878 there were 17,127 new houses, and 6,552 in course of erection. 

The report of the Chief Surgeon gives the daily average loss in the whole force by 
sicknesB a per-centage 3*14, which is, as nearly as possible, the same as in preceding- 
years. 

187 nien were pensioned after service of over 15 years, and 63 granted gratuities under 
that period. 

48 men resigned from ill-health, and 183 voluntarily, the smallest number of voluntary 
resignations for many years ; 1 58 men were dismissed for misconduct, the smallest 
number since these Police statistics were compiled; 137 were compelled to resign, 
and 65 died, making a total number of removals 841, a per-centage to strength 
of 8 ' 02 which is satisfactory to note as the least per-centage hithero recorded. 

19 men were charged before magistrates lor various offences, of whom 5 were 
discharged, 15 were dismissed, and 4 were allowed by the Secretary of State to. rejoin 
the Force; 132 Police Officers were commended and rewarded by Judges and 
Magistrates, and 904 by the Commissioner. 

The year was marked by a considerable increase in crime and drunkenness. 

83,746 persons were arrested for various ofiences, being an increase of 5,764 persons 
over the previous year, and of more than 10,000 over the average bt 1873-74-75, when 
there was a comparative lull in theft and disorder. 

42,806 drunken and disorderly persons were arrested, an increase of 4,0 iG ovei 1877 ; 
and assaults, both common and assaults on the Police, are in excess of the Tji:e.^v^N:»s.-^^vcfL.

Practically the number of serious offences against property is the same in 1878 as in 
lHfJ9. This, as the population during that time has increased over one million, is 
ei|iiivalent to a decrease of 21 '40 per cent. 

Of the total number of cases of burglary and housebreaking, under which are now 
comprehended many offences formerly shown under minor heads, no less than 759 were 
committed in houses with no person in charge. 

As a cooimentary on the carelessness of householders, 17,116 doors and 9,766 
windows were found either left open or insecurely fastened at nirfit by the Police on duty. 

Some of the apprehensions were, as pointed out in the Report of the Director of 
Criminal Investigations, of considerable importance, and led to the conviction of persons 
to whom a large number of these offences were traced. 

12,880 persons, of whom 9,581 were children under 10 years of age, were reported 
to the Police as missing during tlic year, — of these 6,669 were found and restored by 
the Police ; 66 adults committed suicide ; 6,004 were found by frieuds or returned 
home; and 19 children and 122 adults are still unaccounted for. 

Ill addition to these, 57 dead bodies of persons unknown were photographed, of whom 
there has not been any identification. 

3,570 persons suffering f'roir( accidents or other causes were taken to hospital by the 
Police. 124 persons were killed in the streets, and 3,032 maimed or injured. The 
number of persons killed has been almost the same every year for the last ten years, 
but the number of persons injured, so far as known to the Police, has increased from 
1,703 in 1869 to 3,032 in 1879—78 ■ 03 per cent. 

The population, as stated elsewhere, has increased one million during that period, 
and the traffic has been proportionately augmented. Some of the persons maimed must 
have subsequently died, as the Registrar General's Returns show an increase on the 
deaths from accident as reported to the Police. 

520 fires have been attended during the year, the total number of Police present 
being 14,535. 

No less than 30,687 dogs were seized during the year. 26,692 were sent to the Doga' 
Home, 3,878 restored to owners, and 117 otherwise disposed of. 

Twenty improved ambulance litters of the pattern of the Order of St. John of 
Jerusalem have been supplied at various static n a in lieu of the old stretcher ou which 
they are a great improvement. 



PUBLIC CARRIAGES. 



The licenses issued from the Public Carriage Ofl5ce during the year were — 
4,014 for 4i-wheeled hackney carriages, 
4,877 for 2-wheeled do., 

1,556 for stage carriages, 
being an increase on those issued in 1877 of 438. 

11,123 licenses were issued for hackney carriage drivers, 
3,005 for stage drivers, 
3,783 for conductors, 
OD increase on 1877 of 526. 



621 Hansom cabs, 250 Clarence cabs, find 104 Metropolitan stage carriages, new and 
improved, have been put on the streets during the year ; of these the Tramway Com- 
panies supplied 26 cars. 

There were three cab companies with vehicles in the streets during the year, " The 
London General " with 84 cabs, " The Metropolitan '' with 30 cabs, and ** Spencer s 
Improved Patent Cab Company," who purposed running 50 new improved cabs, but 
only 4 were completed for work. 

The " Private Cab Company " discontinued operations during the year, and surrendered 
their plates and licenses. 



1.GST PROPERTY. 



The number of articles left in cabs and deposited in the last year in the lost property 
office was 16,564, of the estimated value of 1 8,299^*, of which, property to the amount 
of 13,240/. was claimed and restored to the owners, and the remamder restored to drivers 
and conductors. 

The number of articles restored has increased from 1,912 in 1869 to 16,564 in 1878. 

67 Metropolitan stage carriages, 189 Hansoms, and l67 Clarence carriages were 
rejected as unsuitable when submitted for inspection by the District Inspectors. 

An inspection is made once a month on uncertain nights of all hackney 'cai*riages 
plying for hire. During 1878 no case of cruelty was detected, but 163 horses, 249 
hackney carriages, and 8. Metropolitan stage carriages were found unfit for public utje, 
and removed from the streets. 



COMMON LODGING-HOUSES. 



448 keepers of common lodging-houses were served vrith notice to register, but of 
this number 370 only applied to have their houses registered; 241 of these were 
surveyed, and apportioned by the Police Surveyor to accommodate 3,251 persons. 
The difference between the number of keepers applying for registration, and the number 
of houses surveyed, is thus accounted for. Several of these houses change hands after 
having been surveyed, and, although it is necessary for the new keeper to be served with 
notice to register, a re-survey is not required. 

107 new houses, giving accommodation for 2,173 lodgers, have been placed on the 
register. 

1 38 houses have been closed on the register, but 68 have since been re-opened. 

The register shows 1,269 houses open, affording accommodation for 25,694 persons. 
This is an increase of 37 houses and 1,989 lodgers over that of the year preceding. Some 
of these houses are extensive, giving superior accommodation in the shape of bedding, 
loftier rooms, and better ventilation, &c. 

This class of lodging-house is much on the increase, and filling better than the old 
and badly constructed ones, thus showing that the lodgers appreciate the improvements 
made for their comfort. 

There are also 2,146 houses situated for the most part in various courts and alleys, 
and upon the keepers of whom notices have from time to time been served. But although 
these houses are not registered, from the want of proper and sufficient accommodacion, 
yet, to prevent their taking in lodgers, they have to be periodically visited. A number 
of these houses will, however, probably be placed on the register, after undergoing the 
necessary alterations. 

100 deaths have occurred in common lodging-houses during the year ; in respect of 
which 71 inquests were held. 

33 keepers of registered houses were summoned for infringing the regulations, and 
seven summonses were taken out against persons for receiving lodgers, their houses not 
being duly approved and registered. 

It is satisfactory to note a decrease in the numbers of infectious diseases that have 
occurred in these houses, which show as 55 against 96 of last year. From the 
certificates of the medical officers, they are classified as follows ; viz., smallpox 43, 
typhoid fever 2, enteric fever 1, low fever 1, measles 5. Three cases of itch were also 
removed to the parish infirmary, and the necessary steps taken to prevent contagion ; and 
although a severe epidemic of smallpox occurred in the parishes of SS. Paul and 
Nicholas, Deptford, only five cases 'were reported as having arisen in the 37 registered 
houses situated in these parishes. 
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The disinfecting process carried out at the present time is found to be good and 
eflBcient, as it is very seldom that a second case of fever occurs in the sa.ne house. In 
connection with this, I am pleased to state that every assistance is given by the parish 
authorities in the removal of patients, and great kindness and consideration shown by 
the medical gentlemen with whom the officers are brought in contact. 

It gives me pleasure also to be enabled to state that the sanitary condition of the 
common lodging-houses is generally good, and that the duties are carried out by the 
inspecting officers to my satisfaction. 



SMOKE NUISANCE. 



The accompanying returns (No. 24 to 30) as to the operations of the Smoke 
Nuisance Abatement Acts during the year 1878 show a continued decrease in the 
number of cases reported, being the smallest for many years past, and is, in a large 
measure, attributable to the police ceasing to report nuisances arising from hotels, 
restaurants, coffee shops, and such premises whereon steam engines are not used. The 
action of police is in conformity with the opinion of the Law Officers of the Crown and 
the Legal Adviser to the Commissioner of Police as to the liability of such trades to 
thepro visions of section 1 of 16 & 17 Vict. cap. 128. 

The expenses incurred in the enforcement of the Acts have, of course, concurrently 
decreased.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF THE CRIMINAL INVESTIGATION 

DEPARTMENT OF THE METROPOLITAN POLICE. 

April 8th to December 3U<, 1878. 
Sir, 

I HAVE the honour to submit a General Report on the Department under my 
direction. 

Under the late system there was a detective branch with about 30 officers, under Chief 
Superintendent Williamson, whose long experience has been of infinite service to me, 
and about 243 detectives employed divisionally. It was found that there was insufficient 
centralisation of criminal records, weak cohesion between the several units, scanty inter- 
change of information, and defective supervision. 

To remedy these matters, the whole detective establishment was consolidated into one 
body, and other changes made in the criminal administration. A scale of pay was 
laid down sufficient to attract the best men in the force, and numerous extraneous 
recruits, while the additional burden on the police funds was alleviated by a numerical 
reduction. The men were given a better position, inspectors appointed to supervise 
the staff attached to each division, and every means adopted to control and direct 
all transactions of the force with due regard to individual energy and responsibility. 
Precise regulations were issued, and it was clearly laid down that pecuniary trans- 
actions with the public of any nature or kind whatsoever, unauthorised by myself, 
would entail immediate dismissal. If on the conclusion of a case an individual 
desires to recognise services rendered, on the assurance that the gift is entirely voluntary, 
I distribute it in suitable proportions, subject to a deduction in favour of a fund from 
which deserving officers are from time to time rewarded. 

The former detective officers were attached to the new establishment on probation at 
their old rate of pay. The most deserving were promoted after three months, but the 
higher posts are only being gradually filled. 

IVinety-five officers have been commended, and none censured by judicial authorities, 
and 137 rewarded for special merit. Two were removed for allowing a prisoner to escape, 
and three reported for slight disciplinary oflfences. 

1 regret the absence of any corresponding period with which the results may be com- 
pared, but^owi /A^ 8<A q/* ^/)n7 to the ^Ist of December* the Department dealt with 
7,623 criminal cases. With the assistance of extra patrols during the winter, 4,100 persons 
were apprehended, and property recovered amounting to 16,1I8/. 7s. 2d. About 70 per 
cent, have been convicted or are awaiting trial, and 131 sentenced to penal servitude, 
followed by police supervision. 



In addition to the above, 2,02/ distinct matters not involving any immediate arrest 
have been inquired into. 

In the office superintendence Chief Inspector Harris has rendei^d material assistance, 
and the clerks employed have cheerfully submitted to the long hours the increasing work 
has rendered necessary. Upwards of 9>000 letters have been received and sent, including 
1,007 to and from Government Departments, 800 to colonial and foreign police forcCvS 
(the latter are always dealt with in their own language, a practice avoiding much delay 
and misunderstanding), 4,000 to and from other British police forces, and 3,500 to and 
from private persons. 

465 convicts, released from prison on license and Police supervisees, are now reporting 
themselves monthly, but owing to the defect in the " Prevention of Crimes Act, 1871|" 
as regards the Metropolitan Police District, fully one fourth evade the law and cannot be 
proceeded against — a circumstance of which the worst portion of the criminal class are not 
slow to avail themselves.* 310 license-holders and Police supervisees were re-convicted in 
1878; and besides this, it was found that of the prisoners apprehended since the 8th of 
April 252 had been once previouslj^ convicted, 108 twice, 85 thrice, and 67 more than 
three times. The utmost efforts are being made to collect reliable criminal data, to afford 
facilities for discovering the antecedents of persons arrested, and the whereabouts of those 
suspected. By a new system of visiting prisoners under remand, established on the 13th 
of November, 205 have since that date l)een recognised by Warders and Police as having 
been previously convicted. A more extended use of photograhy or engraving, a uniform 
system of registration, and a more rapid exchange of information between the various 
Police forces of the United Kingdom, would, I believe, be attended with great results. 

107 prisoners have been apprehended by this Department for offences committed in the 
country, and inquiry made and information furnished in 786 provincial cases. 53 persons 
have been similarly arrested in the country and remitted to London. Officers were at the 
request of local authorities despatched to 13 race meetings, apprehending 85 persons, 
whereof 90 per cent, were found guilty. 

My constant aim is to prove that there is no duty more agreeable or more satisfactory 
to the Metropolitan Police than that which is imposed by the several counties, cities, 
and boroughs, and I have constant evidence of their desire to co-operate with us. But 
there can be little doubt that a variety of systems and multiphcity of jurisdictions 
operate unfavourably on the prevention and detection of crime. 

The Extradition Acts continue to work fairly satisfactorily. In connection with them 
officers were sent to France, Germany, Spain, Belgium, Holland, Jamaica, and Canada. 
28 prisoners have been surrendered to Foreign Governments, and 3,900/. worth of 
property recovered. Seven criminals were arrested by Continental forces and given 
over to us. The chief difficulty arises in procedure, which needs simplification to meet 
the constantly increasing facilities for locomotion and escape from justice. The iriendly 
relations which are essential to a liberal interpretation of the several treaties and nnitual 
assistance were strengthened by the official visits to London in May of Herr von Mailai, 
the President of the Berlin Police ; and in December of M. Albert Gigot, the Prefect of 
the Paris Police. The former was accompanied by Herr Regierungsrath Schmidt; the 
latter by M. Picot, the well-known Directeur des Affaires Criminelles et des Gifi.ces in 
the Ministry of Justice. They studied every detail of the Metropolitan Police organiza- 
tion, and in Paris especially important changes have already resulted. 

The provision in the lately concluded treaty with Spain for the surrender of British 
subjects committing offences on Spanish territory will, if extended to other countries, 
materially check the criminal proceedings of Englishmen abroad. Within the last two 
months a great robbery was committed at Lille by London thieves, and although found and 
clearly identified the}' could not be punished under the existing law. A similar case 
occurred at Rotterdam. 

It would appear that where there is any ground to work upon or evidence of identity, 
about 70 per cent, of offenders are arrested. Proof of identity is the great difficulty in 
cases of burglary, a class of crime not met with in foreign cities, where several families 
inhabit one building, approached by one door, which is always guarded or locked, instead 
of houses being constantly left, as in England, unattended and insecurely fastened. No 
person is seen, and however strong police suspicion may be, in the absence of any power 
to arrest thereon, or to question an accused, possession of the stolen property is usually 
the only possible evidence. In a very short time — hours or even minutes after the theft 
— it changes hands, and is often mutilated or melted down beyond recognition. 103 
persons were apprehended between April 8 and December 31 for burglary, house-

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breaking, and breaking into shops, by this Department. In two instances over 30 cases 
were traced to cne band, and by 7 arrests 143 cases were cleared up. 45 receivers of 
stolen property were charged, but the average punishnaent inflicted amounted to barely two 
years' imprisonment. The facilities which exist for the disposal of stolen property 
merit active legislative attention, as constituting one of the greatest incentives to crime, 
second only to the carelessness of owners, and much impeding the labours of the police. 

In connection with this subject, and the consequent immunity of offenders, I cannot 
omit to mention that the refiisal of persons to prosecute — of which 280 cases have 
occurred within nine months — is frequently due to the loss of time and great personal 
inconvenience involved in criminal proceedings. I venture with deference to submit that 
were it possible to arrange the order of trials the advantage would be widespread. The 
business of masters would not be prejudiced, employers would not object to their 
servants attending as witnesses, and the police engaged would not have to wait in 
idleness day after day about the precincts of the courts. 

There have been a number of small burglaries, but only one (a jeweller's shop) in 
which any great amount of property was stolen. The change in the classification of 
offences against property, which was adopted in October 1877, is the main cause of an 
apparent increase in this particular. But, among others, on H Division a gang of four 
has been lately broken up. Another on L and M Divisions, which had committed 
many burglaries in Surrey and Sussex, twenty-two cases being proved. On N Division 
six men were apprehended in May and subsequently convicted, who had been long and 
successfully engaged in burglary and housebreaking ; likewise in June two notorious 
shopbreakers were captured after desperate resistance ; further, by the courageous 
conduct of a constable, three others were secured. On P Division the gang of 
burglars was dispersed in the autumn, which for two years had infested South London, 
the leader being sentenced to twenty years' penal servitude. On R Division, one Peace, 
about to be tried for the Sheffield murder in 1876, was apprehended ; thirty-six cases in 
all parts of the country, but especially about Blackheath, being traced to him. 

From the K Division dangerous jewel thieves have also been heavily sentenced. 

On C Division, especially, mucji crime has been prevented by constant observation 
being kept on suspected persons, and their apprehension when loitering with intent to 
commit a felony. 

In the spring and early summer, horse stealing was very rife in the home and eastern 
counties, but scarcely a case has occurred since the apprehension and sentence of three 
men in August for that class of offence. 

The Albion insurance frauds for which seven prisoners were convicted, and a prosecu- 
tion, for which there are 63 witnesses, now pending against seven persons for conspiring 
together to obtain goods by false pretences, destroy formidable confederacies, and the 
arrest of six foreigners, with much plant in England and elsewhere, for forging Russian 
rouble notes, will be effective in checking an illegal trade which has prospered for years. 

It remains for me only to assure you that I shall, as occasion offers, present for con- 
sideration such proposals as may tend to the more effective performance of the public 
service, taking advantage of this opportunity to place upon record how, almost without 
exception, I have received from all ranks hearty assistance in carrying out changes 
which could not fail to be in a measure irksome to many officers who had long rendered 
good service to the inhabitants of the Metropolis.

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EXTBACTS FR03I RbPOBTS BY DiSTBIOT AND DIVISIONAL SUPERINTENDENTS, 



No. 1 District. 

I BEG to submit the Reports of the Superintendents of 
the Ist District for the year 1878. 

No very serious ofiPences against the person have occurred, 
but against property there seems no diminution in the 
number of cases as compared with former years. 

Consequent on changes which have been made in the 
Divisional detective system, a greater number of arrests 
in cases of felonies have been made by Constables in 
uniform than in former years, and they have, in con- 
sequence, been more at the Courts of Justice than for- 
merly. This cannot fail to be of great service to the force 
generally. 

The discipline in this District has been very good. Fewer 
men have been punished, and the resignations and dis- 
missals compare favourably with those of former years. 

The Station and Section Houses, which have been re- 
gularly visited, I have always found in most excellent 
order, and their condition reflects credit on the officers 
who have been in charge of them. 

I have received the most constant and ready assistance 
from all the officers under me, and I again beg to bear testi- 
mony to the zeal and ability with which the Superintendents 
of Divisions have carried out their duties.

No. 3 District. 

I HAVE the honour to forward the Annual Reports from 
the Superintendents of A, B, C, T, and V Divisions for the 
year 1878, which furnish for the Commissioner's informa- 
tion all the matters of detail connected with each Division. 

There was a very large increase in the number of charges 
taken, as compared with 1877 ; and the increase in the 
number of drunken cases is very large. In three Divisions, 
B, C, and T, the total increase amounts to about 1,500, 
which tends to show that the evil of drunkenness is by no 
means on the decrease. 

I have nothing unusual to report upon during the past 
year. The same special duties have been performed as in 
former years, and on all these occasions the Police have 
performed their duties in a most satisfactory manner; and 
I have always received every assistance from the Superin- 
tendents of Divisions and Inspectors. The general conduct 
of the Sergeants and Constables has been very good. 

The Stations and Section Houses have been inspected 
monthly, and I have generally found them in a very 
creditable condition.

No. 2 District. 

I have the honour to submit to the Commissioner the 
Annual Reports of the Superintendents of D, E, S, X, and 
Y Divisions forming this District, showing at the close of 
the year a total strength of 5 Superintendents, 130 In- 
sjiectors, 162 Seijeants, 39 Acting Serjeants, and 2,224 
Constables ; and 5 Inspectors, 32 Serjeants, and 18 Con- 
stables attached to the several Divisions, but detailed to the 
Criminal Investigation Department at the Chief Office ;— 
making a general total of 2,615 Police of all ranks. 

I am happy in being able to report that the several 
Divisions continue in a state of efficiency, and the amount 
of protection given to the fullest extent the strength will 
admit of ; although it cannot be denied many of the beats, 
particularly by day, are still very long in certain outer 
portions of the District, notwithstanding all the augmenta- 
tions of late years. 

The Police Stations, stables, and equipments have been 
regularly inspected, and I have found them in fair order. 

No alteration has taken place in the Stations, nor are any 
in course of erection ; but a memorial has been presented 
by the inhabitants of East Barnet, urging the necessity of 
establishing one in that fast increasing locality, and which 
I have recommended in a former Report. 

The conduct of the great body of the Constables has 
been good and orderly. 

I cannot help remarking that much credit is due to the 
officers of all grades for their habitual temperate habits, 
and the self-respect they exhibit under the many tempta- 
tions they encounter. 

The system of Fixed Points is now so well known and 
recognized as to reouire no further comment. 

The Mounted ana Foot Drills were carried out during the 
season, in accordance with the Police Orders on the subject. 
I attended the latter weekly, and observed that all ranks 
exhibited proficiency.

No. 4 District. 

I SUBMIT herewith the Reports of the Superintendents 
of L, M, P, R, and W Divisions for the year 18/8. 

The conduct of the men of all ranks during the year was 
very satisfactory. 

I visited and inspected the various Stations and Section 
Houses monthly, and on all occasions found them clean 
and tidy. 

I examined the books kept at the Stations, and found 
the entries correctly and regularly made. 

No new Stations have been opened during the year; 
but one will shortly be opened at Battersea, W Division, 
and a sit« has been approved for the erection of a Station at 
Lessness Heath, R Division. 

The Superintendent of P Division recommends a Station 
for Brockley, and the formation of a new Section. This is 
an entirely new neighbourhood; it is powing still, and I 
think a Station will very soon be required there ; but the 
most urgent necessity exists for the reconstruction of the 
Station at Mitcham, W Division, which should, I think, 
be done before new Stations are built anywhere in this 
District. 

The increase in the number of burglaries that will 
appear in the statistics for the year is attributalile partly 
to an alteration in the classification of offences, and partly 
to the operations, particularly in R Division, of the notorious 
Peace. 

The most important event of the year in this District was 
the loss of the " Princess Alice** steamer, by collision with 
the " Bywell Castle '* off Woolwich, on the evenmg of 
3rd September, by which at least 582 persons lost their 
lives; 544 bodies were recovered, viz., 50.9 brought to 
Woolwich, and 35 taken to different places in Essex and 
Middlesex.

I BEG to report that nothing important has taken place 
in this Division during the ^ear 1878. 

I have received great assistance from the Inspectors, all 
of whom appear to discharge their duties cheerfully. 

The conduct of the Sergeants and Constables has been 
satisfactory. 

The number of prisoners during the year was 3,875, an 
excess of 608 over 1877. Drunkenness, I regret to add, 
continues to increase, although distress is represented to 
be so great, llie number of persons charged with this 
offence was 2,250, being 331 more than in 1877 > and 534 
in excess of 1876. 

3,222 summonses and warrants were issued from West- 
minster Police Court and served by Police. 

1,307 separate lots of property found in public carriages 
were deposited at the Stations in this Division. 

86 beggars were charged, but only 42 were convicted. 

The compulsory attendance of young Constables to the 
Educational Classes is, in m^ opinion, a good condition of 
the sernce, and should be highly appreciated by the men ; 
but I am sorry to say that many of them do not attend 
willingly. 

The South Kensington, Patent, and India Museums 
were visited by 1,138,546 persons, and no case of larceny, 
damage, drunkenness, or disorder took place.

C Division. 

I HEREWITH submit for the consideration of Commis- 
sioner my Annual Report for 1878, and in doing so would 
draw special attention to some matters which, in my 
opinion, are worthy of consideration. 

In dealing with the question of crime at the present 
time, it is a matter of satisfaction to be enabled to state that 
no offence of a serious nature has taken place within this 
Division either against person or property. The altera- 
tion with regard to the " Department of Crime " is 
comparativelyrrecent, and some difficulty exists in speak- 
ing as to its ultimate effect on crime in the Metropolis. 
My own opinion is that the appointment of Inspectors 
to control the Local Officers, and to see that tlie neces- 
sary and proper steps for the tracing of offenders is 
carried out, and the placing the whole of these men under 
the Diidsional Superintendents, who are also in personal 
communication with the Director, is a step in the right 
direction ; and I hope it will be found, when, from longer 
expmence of the system, one can speak with more cer- 
tainty, that it works for the public good and interest. 

Both from the Local and Central Officers I have received 
tlie most willing and ready service, and the Officers under 
my control have been most energetic in carrying out the 

D 



orders given them, and have, with the additional plain 
clothes patrols, effected several good arrests of well known 
thieves and loiterers by night, and thus doubtless prevented 
serious offences being committed. 

One case especially I feel it necessary to mention to show 
the facility with which offenders can act by night without 
attracting the attention of the uniform Constable is that 
of two men and a woman, one of whom only was known 
to the plain clothes Sergeant ; and he, feeling convinced 
that the character of the others could not be very good 
while in the society of such a man, determined, after ob- 
servation, to arrest ; and while the prisoners were being 
conveyed to the Station, the woman quietly endeavoured 
to dispose, during the resistance of the men to their arrest, 
of some housebreaking implements which she was carrying 
beneath her clothing. This was fortunately detected, and 
conclusive evidence obtained against them. They were all 
tried and convicted at the sessions. 

The conduct of the uniform Police has been good, and 
they have, as a rule, performed their difficult duty in this 
District to the satisfaction of their Officers^ and, 1 believe, 
to the public generally. 

As a matter of simple justice to my Inspectors I have 
to admit the zealous performance of their duties, and their 
ready co-operation on all occasions. 

1 have in former Reports called attention to the lodging 
of my men, particularly married men, and especially so in 
last year's Report. I also drew a comparison between the 
countiy and town Constable in this respect ; and although 
exception was somewhat taken to my view by a writer in 
one of the daily papers, who stated the result of his en- 
quiries was, *' once a town policeman always a town police- 
man," I still adhere to the opinion I then gave and stated, 
that the country Constable has many substantial advan- 
tages over the Constable in town, and I do so from personal 
experience of both town and country duty for many years ; 
and this opinion is also fortified by that of every Inspector 
I have, and many of the senior Sergeants and Constables 
with whom I have conversed upon the subject. If this is 
not so, I fail to understand why so many applications for 
transfer from my own to country Divisions are submitted to 
me by the men ; and this is especially the case when men are . 
about to get married, they invariably submitting with their 
application for marriage a second application for transfer ; 
and on my enquiring the reason 1 am met with the ob- 
servation, " Rooms are so hard to get. Sir, and when we 
do get them we have to pay more than we can afford." 
The difficulties of men getting lodgings are increasing 
year by year, the large manufacturers and traders securing 
all available houses as workplaces for their people ; and 
when the contemplated improvements by the Board of 
Works is carried through Soho, I say, without hesitation, 
that there will be no place for the married men of C Divi- 
sion to reside. I have submitted at various times many, 
in my opinion, eligible sites for building Police quarters, 
but an objection has always been raised by the Surveyor's 
Department respecting the cost. No doubt in the west end 
of London this is a very heavy item, but when I see that the 
School Board and other pubUc bodies are ser^png sites for 
their purposes in the most expensive partff^ London, I 
fail to see why the Police should be left so far behind in the 
race in a matter which so seriously affects their efficiency 
and wellbeing. I trust that tne PqUca C^sissce^oss^^w 
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sitting at the ])resent time at the Home Office may see a 
way out of the difficulty, and suggest a remedy for the 
existing evil. 

In last year's Report I drew attention to the stagnation 
in the advancement of classes, and it is with much pleasure 
that I note the removal of this serious grievance as far as 
regards the drd class. But although a large increase was 
made to the Ist class, the advancement, as far as this class 
is concerned, is still confined to vacancies arising ; and I 
am sure it would he looked upon as a great hoon by the 
service, and give immense satisfaction, if the 1st class 
could be arrived at within a stated period, the same as 3rd 
to 2nd. Certain alterations with regard to the pay of 
Sergeants were also made, much to the men's benefit. 

Prostitution still continues in this Division a source of 
great complaint, but I fear this will ever be so while the 
law entails upon the person annoyed the unpleasant duty 
of appearing before a magistrate to prove such annoyance. 
Complaint is almost daily made by individuals, who, when 
the law is explained to them, and it is shown what is 
necessary for them to do, meet Police with the observation 
'* Can I get no protection from this annoyance without the 
inconvenience of attending a Police Court, and submitting 
to any statement that the woman may feel disposed to 
make against me." And certainly when it is known what 
accusations these women will make when a person is suffi- 
ciently strong-minded to charge them, such hesitation on 
the part of the general public to appear is not to be won- 
dered at. But although the Police are almost left to them- 
selves to deal with this evil, a very large number of them 
are arrested every year for drunkenness, disorderly conduct, 
and other offences, the particulars of which I herewith 
append. This number may appear large, but it must be 
borne in mind that not only does the neighbourhood 
literally swarm with them, but that a large number of them 
also reside in the neighbourhood of Soho.

Many cases of proceedings against brothel keepers have 
also taken place during the past year, with most successful 
results so far as convictions are concerned ; but I fear that 
this process simply drives them from one district to another, 
where they can carry on their calling until something 
arises to draw the attention of the Parochial Authorities to 
them. 

It is but just I should add that the Parochial Authorities 
of St. James's and St. Anne's are most energetic, and 
heartily co-operate with Police in the suppression of these 
houses in their respective parishes. 

A large number of beggars still infest this Division, but 
many arrests are made. As I have pointed out in former 
Reports, much of this arises from the giving of alms by 
ladies and gentlemen using the main thoroughfares, whose 
sympathies are no doubt excited by the wretched appear- 
ance of the applicants, and the many unfortunate little 
children by whom they are accompanied. 

This year, I regret to say, there is a very large addition to 
the number of persons arrested, as compared with the pre- 
vious year, arising mainly, I think, from drunkenness, 
disorderly conduct, and disorderly prostitutes. The parti- 
culars of arrest are herewith given : —

In addition to the foregoing, 2,421 persons were pro- 
ceeded against by summons, making a total of 7,8/3 
persons dealt with by Police during the year. 

On several occasions attention has been drawn to what 
has been termed want of caution, if not neglect^ on the 
part of PoUce in dealing with persons assumed to be suf- 
fering from drink, and suggesting the advisability that in 
all doubtfol^ases a medical man should be called in. No 
one knoww^^^ter than an experienced station officer the 
difficulty of lieciding between drunkenness and illness in 
many cases, and I am sure there is no officer who would, 
on tne score of humanity alone, wilfully run any risk on 
this subject, and I think the public should be made aware 



that the police are not unmindful of so important a part 
of their duty. During the past 12 months at the stations 
in this Division a memcal man has been called in 463 times 
to prisoners charged with drunkenness, or who were found 
injured by falls, &c. ; and I think it speaks much for the 
judgment and experience of the Inspectors that, with very 
few exceptions indeed, their opinion has been confirmeu 
by that of the medical gentlemen called in. The aboye 
facts do not refer to a large number of persons found in 
the streets, and conveyed direct to hospital by Police. 

Stray dogs appear to be as numerous as ever, if I may 
judge by the large number seized during the past 12 
months on this Division, the number being 2,152, which 
is larger than that for any previous year.

I BBG to report that the amount of property stolen in 
this Division during the year 1878 was considerably in ex- 
cess of that in the previous year, but the excess is accounted 
for by the heavy forgeries which were effected in August. 

Seven burglaries and three cases of housebreaking 
occurred, and property to the value of 420/. was stolen. 

In two of the cases of burglary the thief was arrested, 
one immediately after the commission of the offence, and 
was sentenced to eight years penal servitude. 

In one of the cases of housebreaking the thieves were 
also subsequently arrested and convicted. 

Two attempts to commit burglary were prevented by 
the Constables on the beat, and in one of these cases the 
thieves were apprehended on the spot with a jemmy in 
their possession, with which they had commenced opera- 
tions, at 1 o'clock in the morning. These were good 
cases, and the Constables were rewarded by Commissioner 
for their vigilance. 

In only one of the cases referred to above could blame 
be attributed to the Constable on the beat. 

The conduct of the officers and men has, with a few ex- 
ceptions, been good, and I am persuaded that they have 
discharged their duties to the satisfaction of a large 
majority of the inhabitants and the public generally. 

477 doors and windows were found open or insecurely 
fastened, which shows that many persons are still careless 
on this point. 

2,440 charges for drunkenness, and drunkenness 
coupled with other offences, were received, being 115 in 
excess of the number dealt with in the previous year.

I BEO to submit my Annual Report for 1878. 

The four points. Charing Cross, Regent's Park, King's 
Cross, and Temple Bar, comprise the area of the Dinsion 
as hitherto, and the maximum strength throughout the 
year has been, of all ranks, 582. 

Proceedings were taken against 8,437 persons ; — ^by arrest 
7,633, by summons 804. 

56 burglaries were committed, and property yalue 1,29//. 
stolen. In five 110 loss resulted ; 15 arrests were made, of 
whom 13 were convicted. Three attempted burglaries 
were prevented by Police. 

871 larcenies under the control of Police, involving 
value 3,293/., were committed. In 190 there was no loss. 
336/. recovered, 352 prisoners; — 217 convicted. Three 
attempted larcenies under the control of Police were de- 
tected ; 829 larcenies not under the control of Police oc- 
curred ; estimated value 5,244/. In 217 no loss was suffered ; 
value recovered 1,552/. ; persons charged 488, convicted 240. 

17 highway robberies, 1 criminal convicted. 

The Criminal Investigation Department was introduced 
into the service on the 8th April to deal exclusively with 
crime. 

Of the apprehensions under total arrests, 30, 65 were 
drunkards; 568 drunken prostitutes; 182 prostitutes 
alone. The question of prostitution is becoming a serious 
one, and the time, I would submit, has arrived for the 
intervention of the Legislature. 
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22 fires, more or less extensive, broke out, the Police 
upon each occasion were immediately on the scene and no 
difficult in any instance arose. 

15 officers of this division were specially commended 
and 115 rewarded by Commissioner for merit or bravery. 

The variations were : dismissed 5, resif(nations com- 
pulsory 8, voluntary 32, transfers, out 49, in 25, gratuitied 
3, pensioned 3. 

23 cases were completed Ainder the Smoke Nuisance 
Abatement Acts. 

There are of licensed premises 854, public-houses 5()4, 
beer houses /O, coffee shops 280, theatres, music halls, &c., 
37. During the year the ** Raglan " Music Hall was de- 
molished, and in August the spacious new street to the 
East presented to London by the Metropolitan Board of 
Works. The same body in October declared free the 
Hungerford and Waterloo Bridges. 

The traffic regulations including operas, theatres, 
markets, &c., continue as satisfactorily as in past vears, 
and the Police show the same attention and zeal as hitherto. 

The Pedlars Act necessitated 155 certificates and 6 
endorsements ; so far as I can judge the law seems good 
and just, and in this division pedlars kept exceptionally 
clear of the Police. 

256 accidents occurred in which 248 persons were in- 
jured and eight killed. 

12 suicides destroyed themselves within the division, 
and in 7 cases an unknown, and still unrecognised, corpse 
was photographed prior to burial, for future identification 
should occasion arise. 

561 persons were taken to the various hospitals, and 
1,571 were seen by the divisional surgeons, 312 inquests 
were held and no person died a prisoner in any of my 
cells. 

357 lost children were found wandering and restored. 

154 cabs and 14 horses were detected unfit in the streets 
while in the public use. There were 2,060 deposits of all 
kinds of property left in public carriages. This brings 
round the subject of cabman, and I cannot refrain the 
observation that the life of a cabman, or the omnibus man, 
is a very hard one indeed, and, though there are undoubt- 
edly many of the blackest possible ' sheep ' among them, 
there are nevertheless those who are honest in the extreme. 
As an instance I will passingly note that a driver deposited 
at Bow Street recently half a sovereign left on the seat of 
his cab, and no one had seen him find it ; purely from 
honesty he sought the Police, and he had before done so 
in finding money. 

In dogs the figures are : lost 350, found 1,138, sent to 
the home 997. 

Special occasions of balls, parties, dinners, suppers, &c., 
led to 207 licenses ; granted by Commissioner 99, by the 
Excise 97. Refused by Commissioner as of questionable 
character 11. I fear that some of the' balls held upon 
licenses not issued by the Police were of a questionable 
kind. 

I will not enumerate the routine of the clerical duty. 
It was a laboiur formerly and it is growing— there is no 
prospect ot diminution, and demands more time than, 
consistently with the many other important responsibilities, 
especially of the Superintendent, should be given, lliat 
the duty is not light I will but mention that I made up- 
wards of 3,000 reports, and the telegrams passing 
through my Division were — received 15,381, transmitted 
9,784, total 25,165. 

1,6^0 windows and doors were found open; 1,127 re- 
quisitions for proprietors, drivers, &c. of public carriages ; 
08 candidates for the Police Service, and 246 transfers of 
public and beer houses; 926 street lamps found extin- 
guished; 1,530 articles of every description of property 
fell into the custody of Police ; 147 licensed shoeblacks 
regulated, ai^d enquiries in 3,297 independent cases. 

The officers and men trained to the special requirements 
of Detective duty have shown themselves at all times 
anxious to sustain their reputation for efficiency, and, in 
their individual behaviour, to give no cause for reproach 
in any way ; fully established by the fact that not a single 
instance of misconduct on their part arose during the entire 
year, and they have displayed much tact under the able 
guidance of the " Local Inspector " of this Division. 

The men generallv appear to have performed their duty 
with the manifestly honest desire to do their best, and their 
conduct has been good. I can offer no better instance 
than taking the Hunter Street sub-division, where with a 
strength of 117 there has not been a solitary defaulter at 
the exceptionally dangerous time of Christmas since 1871 ; 
and throughout the Division of 582 I had this year but 
2. The tone and bearing of the Sergeants has been of the 
best, and when it is remembered that on the rank so much 
depends, it is satisfactory in the extreme. Of the Inspectors 
I must speak in high terms ; they seem fully impressed

with the importance of their position, and animated but by 
the desire ever to prove themselves in attention and appli- 
cation, well worthy of the confidence reposed in them.

The strength of the Division on 31st December was 

1 Superintendent, 11 Inspectors, 32 Sergeants, and 338 
Constables. Total 382. 

39 fires occurred, at which on an average 1 Super- 
intendent, 2 Inspectors, 3 Sergeants, and 30 Constables 
attended. 

The Police attended 283 inquests. • 

3,660 charges were brought to the stations, of which 
2,771 were entered, and 889 refused. 

665 dogs were seized by Police, 646 were taken to the 
Dogs Home, and 19 restored to owners. 

197 persons were taken to hospitals by Police, suffering 
from illness, accidents, &c. 

Medical aid was called to 1,281 persons in the streets, 
and at the stations, suffering from accidents, assaults, &c. 

674 doors and 84 windows were found open, 221 doors 
and 16 windows were found insecurely fastened. 

1,940 person were charged with offences with which 
drunkenness was concerned, being a decrease of 41 cases 
as compared with the previous year. 

1,150 felonies were committed, but many of the cases 
were very trifling. 

681 persons were apprehended, 391 being convicted, and 
290 discharged. 

1,376 requisitions for drivers and conductors licences 
were enquired into. 

599 persons and children were reported missing, 333 
were found by Police, 258 returned home, 2 committed 
suicide, and 6 are not yet found.

In submitting my Annual Report for the year 1878, I 
beg to state that the population of the Division has con- 
tinued to ihcrease, and there has been a slight increase in 
the number of felonies, but also a corresponding increase 
in the amount of property recovered, ana the number of 
persons arrested, ana as in former years a number of 
those arrested were old offenders. Several very creditable 
apprehensions were made, and much courage shown by the 
Police. I would here mention one case: at 12.15 a.m. 1st 
June, a young Constable saw a man he had been watching 
get over a wall in Wallwood Street, Bow Common ; he 
immediately informed an older Constable, who, after post- 
ing the young Constable and another at different points, 
got over the wall after the man, and saw him breaking 
into a house ; the thief at once attempted to escape, ana 
the P.C. chased him over a wall, tlien over a stack of 
timber to a timber yard, then up a plank to the roof 
of a shed, then on to some barrels, but the thief seeing 
two other Constables coming over a wall towards him, he 
turned, and was still pursued by the P.C. across several 
yards and walls to the timber yard again, and up the 
stacks of timber on to a roof 30 feet high where the P.C. 
caught him, the thief was a big strong man, and seized 
the P.C. by his collar at the throat, and by using his knee 
attempted to throw him from the roof, but the P.C. bravely 
held on till the two other constables came up and assisted 
to secure him, he was charged with burglary and attempt- 
ing to throw the P.C. from the roof, he was tried at the 
C.C. Court Sessions and found guilty, previous convictions 
of felony were proved against him, and he was sentenced 
to penal servitude for life. The Constable was commended 
by the Judge and rewarded b^ the Commissioner. 

For meritorious conduct m other cases one P.C. was 
commended by a Judge, and 4 Inspectors, 7 Sergeants, 
and 51 Constables (including the two commended) were 
rewarded by the Qommissioner. 

55 Constables were injured on duty from assaults and 
accidents, none were seriously hurt from being assaulted. 
One mounted Constable fell with his horse and broke his 
leg, shortly after his recovery another horse fell with him 
and broke his other leg, from the effects of which he died 
a few days after. 

Another mounted Constable was seriouslv, and I fear 
permanently injured by his horse rearing and falling over 
, on him. 

The total number of persons charged during the year 
was 9,155; being a decrease of 332 compared with the 
previous year. There were 148 less chargeil with drunken- 
ness, and 61 less for assaults on Police. 

10 pubhcans and 6 beer house keepers were summoned 
for permitting drunkenness on their premises, but only 5 
publicans and 3 beer house keepers were convicted. 

2,038 stray dogs were captured by the Police, 1,896 of 
which were sent to the Dogs Home. 

117 fires occurred on the Division, one case at No. 236, 
High Street, Shadwell, proved to be a case of arson, and 
the occupier was charged and sentenced to 12 years penal 
servitude. 

In the beginning of the year prisoners convicted at 
Stratford Bench and Ilford Petty Sessions were conveyed 
to Ilford and Chelmsford Gaols, but since the month of 
April, Ilford Gaol has been closed, and prisoners have been 
conveyed to the Metropolitan prisons, and to Chelmsford ; 
this has added a good deal to the work of the Police of 
the outer district. 

A house has been taken at Limehouse, and is being 
fitted up for a station, when opened it will be a benefit to 
the neighbourhood, and will give great satisfaction to the 
inhabitants of that busy part. 

The privilege granted by the Commissioner to the night 
duty officers in charge of stations to be relieved at 6 a.m. 
instead of 9 a.m. is felt to be a great boon, and it has not 
been at all detrimental to the service. 

The promotion of the station Sergeants to 3rd Class 
Inspectors and the changes in the arrangements of this 
classes of Sergeants and Constables has given great satis- 
faction to all who have benefited by it. 



L Division. 

I BEG to submit my Annual Report for the year 1878. 
The conduct of the officers and men has been good. 

6 men were commended or rewarded by Judges and 
Magistrates, and 64 were rewarded by Commissioner. 

22 men left the service, viz., 6 pensioned, 10 resigned to 
seek other employment. 

564 felonies were committed, for which 449 persons were 
apprehended, of this number 262 were convicted and 18/ 
discharged. 

3,304 charges were brought to the stations, of this num- 
ber 489 were not entertained. 

3,101 were apprehended and taken before Magistrates, 
of this number 449 were for felony, 1,328 for drunkenness, 
402 for assaults, and 922 for other offences. The number of 
drunken charges increased 112 above that of 1877, not- 
withstanding the long depression in trade. 

479 summonses were applied for by Police, 425 convic- 
tions followed, and the remainder were either dismissed, 
withdrawn, or not served, the parties having left the ad- 
dresses given and could not be found. 

4,851 summonses were applied for by private individuals 
and served by Police. In addition to this number 844 
summonses for witnesses, and orders made by magistrates 
were served by Police. 

86 adults and 607 children were reported missing, 20 
adults and 445 children were found and restored by 
Police, and 59 adults and 162 children were found by 
friends, 2 committed suicide, and 5 are still missing. 

670 articles of property left in hackney and stage car- 
riages were deposited at tne stations. 

314 doors and 48 windows were found open or insecurely 
fastened by Police, this is an increase of 130 cases as com- 
pared with 1877> thus showing that, notwithstanding the 
frequent caution by Police, householders continue to be 
negligent in protecting their own property. 

3,1/6 stray dogs were seized by Police, 2,792 were sent 
to the home, 367 were restored to owners, and 17 escaped. 

173 accidents occurred in the streets by horses and 
vehicles and in 2 cases death caused in consequence. 

201 persons were found by Police in the streets and taken 
to hospitals, suffering from accidents and other causes. 

It is notorious that many lamentable cases of accidents 
occur through the thoughtlessness of persons throwing 
orange peel on the public f ootvrays, especially on the part 
of children. 

I would recommend that some provision in law should 
be made to punish by way of small fines adult persona 
committing such acts of carelessness. I think the heads 
of schools could assist materially in this matter by fre- 
quently pointing out to the children under their care the 
many painful accidents arising from carelessly dropping 
orange peel upon the pavement. 

The Officers of the Criminal Investigation Department 
attached to the Division, viz., 1 Inspector, 5 P.Ss., and 
3 P.Cs., have exhibited such energy, skill, and patience as 
to entitle them to great praise. 

198 persons were apprehended by these officers alone 
between the 8th April and 31st December 1878. 

In addition to this number, 77 cases in which no appre- 
hension was required were enquired into by them during 
above period. 

In March last it was suspected that two men were com- 
mitting burglaries in various parts of the country. The 
Officers of the above department, after careful and patient 
watching, succeeded on 1 1th April in apprehending these 
men and two others for committing a burglary at Clapham. 
One escaped and one was acquitted, but 22 cases of bur- 
glary were proved against the two suspected, one being 
sentenced to 10 and the other to 7 years at the Centr^ 
Criminal Court Sessions.

I BBG to submit my Annual Report for the year 18/8. 

The Btrenfirth of the Division on dlst December was I 
Superintendent, 12 Inspectors, 33 Sergeants, and 338 Con- 
stables includinglO officers of the Criminal Investigation De- 
partment. An augmentation of 1 Sergeant and 2 Constables 
was made on 4th September. A van and 4 horses were 
also supplied on same date to convey prisoners from Police 
Stations to Lambeth and Southwark Police Courts, and 
firom thence to Clerkenwell and Wandsworth Prisons; 
this arrangement was made on the discontinuance of con- 
fining prisoners at the County Gaol, Newington. 

The under-mentioned removals &om the Division took 
place. 12 P.Cs. resigned, 8 voluntarily and 4 to join the 
Army Reserve, the latter have rejoined the Division. 1 
P.C. resigned on gratuity, 2 Inspectors, 1 P.S. and 6 P.Cs, 
were pensioned. 2 P.Cs. died. 

The Officers and men have performed their duty satis- 
factorily and their conduct has been very good, as evidenced 
by the fact that not a single remark of an unfovourable 
nature has been recorded on the charge sheets by the Ma- 
gistrates throughout the year. 

Commendations and rewards were given for meritorious 
conduct as follows : 2 P.Ss. and 2 P.Cs. commended by 
Chairman at Sessions, 1 P.C. was granted 3/. from the Bow 
Street Police Court Reward Fund for courage displayed in 
endeavouring to effect an arrest after being seriously as- 
saulted, 35 rewards were given by Commissioner to 6 JP.Ss. 
and 19 P.Cs., some of these Officers receiving more than one 
reward. 

The value of the propertv stolen or firauduentlv obtained 
was 3,204/., and the value recovered (incluaing 7^0/. 
stolen out of Metropolitan Police District) was 1,535/. 

3,918 persons were charged before the Magistrates, of 
which number 105 were charged with assaults on Police, 
102 being convicted, which is 18 less than in the previous 
year and 52 less than in the year 1876. I have much 
pleasure in stating that in no case was the injury inflicted 
of a serious nature. 752 persons were charged with being 
drunk and incapable of taking care of themselves, and 731 
with being drunk and disorderly, total 1,483, against 1,549 
in the previous year. 30 persons were charged with b^- 
ging in the streets, 15 being convicted and the remainder 
aiscnarged. The other offences with which persons were 
charged were of the ordinary kind and in most instances 
of a light nature. 

459 summonses were taken out by Police resulting in 
413 convictions; 4,038 were issued at the instance^of private 
individuals and served by Police, 1,061 warrants were also 
granted for execution by Police. A large proportion of both 
summonses and warrants were issued on the application of 
the School Board Authorities under the provisions of the 
Elementary Education Acts, which increases the business 
at the Police Court as well as keeping the Warrant Officers 
fully employed, some of the warrants being very difficult 
to execute. 

253 reports were made of smoke issuing from furnace 
chimneys in contravention of the Smoke Nuisance Abate- 
ment Acts, and 13 persons were summoned, a conviction 
following in each case. 

295 persons were taken to hospitals by Police, 217 of whom 
wore disabled from accidents, and 78 from other causes. 

290 inquests were held, a Police Officer being in attend- 
ance at each, 

239 certificates were given for medical aid rendered to 
prisoners and others at the stations and in the streets. 

404 pedlars certificates (against 313 in 1877), 8 indorse- 
ments, and 31 chimney sweepers certificates were granted. 

3^ deposits of property found in public carriages were 
made at the stations. 

468 doors and 66 windows were found open, 305 doors 
and 45 windows were found insecurely fastened. 

63 fires occurred, and the average number of Police in 
attendance at each was 19. A beer house keeper was 
sentenced to 10 years penal servitude for wilfully setting 
fire to his house, the principal witness against him being a 
P.C, who was off duty, and on hearing the alarm of 
fire given hastened to the spot, went through the adjoining 
house, dfected an entrance at the rear of the burning 
house, and found two separate fires raging, one in a cup- 
board under the stairs and the other in the bar, both of 
which he extinguished before the arrival of the firemen. 

204 persons (82 adults and 122 children) were reported 
missing, 83 being found and restored by Police, 110 re- 
turned nome or ^und by friends, 1 committed suicide^ and 
10 not found. 

4 dead bodies of persons unknown were photographed^ 
3 of which were subsequently identified. 



142 convict licence holders and supervisee's reported 
themselves at the stations during the year. 

2,194 stray dogs were seized by Pohce, 1,985 being sent 
to the Dogs Home, 192 owned, 17 killed and otherwise dis- 
posed of. Seizing dc«s is a very disagreeable duty, some 
of the men have been bitten while so employed, but there 
has been no case of Police suffering permanently from the 
bite of a dog.

I BEG to submit my Annual Report for 1878. 
- The strength of the Division on 31st December 1878 
was 1 Superintendent, 44 Inspectors (including 29 Third 
Class), 62 Sergeants, and 646 Constables ; 1 Inspector, 
11 Sergeants, and 6 Constables being attached to the 
Criminal Investigation Department. Total of all ranks 
753. 

Of these 1 Inspector, 4 Sergeants, and 15 Constables are 
employed at the Royal Gunpowder Factory, Waltham 
Abbey, and Royal Small Arms Factory, Enfield Lock; 
their services being paid for to the Receiver. 

During the year the Division has been augmented 1 In- 
spector and 10 Sergeants for the Criminal Investigation 
Department, in place of 8 Constables formerly employed 
as Divisional Detectives ; also 2 Inspectors, 4 Sergeants, 
and 20 Constables for duty on the recently formed Dalston 
Sub-division, which arrangement I have reason to know 
has given universal satisfaction to the residents. 

The area of the Division is 59*37 square miles, and the 
total number of buildings thereon 75,470, viz. : — 

60,764 private houses, 
8,459 shops, 
821 manufactories, 
587 warehouses, 
565 public-houses, 
324 beer houses, 
270 licensed refreshment houses, 
144 coffee shops, 
157 public buildings, 
93 churches, 
181 chapels, 
28 railwav stations, and 
3,077 other buildings. 

During the year there were 2,426 new houses built, and 
426 in course of erection, forming 6 miles and 461 yards of 
new streets. 

During the last six vears 13,066 houses have been 
built, which allowing 7i persons to each house gives 
an increase in the population of 97,995 persons. There are 
15 Police Stations, viz. ; — 5 inner, 8 exterior, and 2 War 
Department. 

The conduct of the Officers and men, with but few 
exceptions, has been good. 

19 Constables (not including those who had to join the 
Army Reserve) voluntarily resigned, 7 of whom had not 
completed 2 years service, and 4 had to leave through 
sickness. 

1 Inspector, 3 Sergeants, and 10 Constables were pen- 
sioned, their average length of service being 20 yeurs and 
142 days. 

3 Sergeants and 7 Constables were rewarded or com- 
mended by Judges. 

8 Sergeants and 30 Constables were rewarded by Com- 
missioner. <• 

3 Sergeants were promoted to Inspectors and 14 Constables 
to Sergeants, the latter including 8 who were specially 
promoted in the Criminal Investigation Department. 

6^124 persons were apprehended for various offences^ 
being an increase on the previous year of 595. Of these 
750 were not sent before Magistrates, chiefly in conse- 
quence of insufficient evidence, and from prosecutions 
being withdrawn at the Stations. The remainder appeared 
at Police Courts, when 3,682 were convicted, 1,457 dis- 
charged and 235 committed for trial, where 191 were con- 
victed and 44 acquitted. 

171 persons were charged with assaults on Police, which 
number, compared with that of the previous year, shows a 
decrease of 22.

Of the above 551 offences, viz.: "embezzlement," 
"forgery," "fraud," "larcenies by lodgers," "servants," 
"false messages," "from drunken persons," and by 
" prostitutes," can scarcely be said to be under Police 
control ; and as these show an ultimate loss of 3.103/., the 
actual loss from offences under control of Police was 4,622/. 

In 22 instances thieves made the entry by passing 
through empty houses, and in 102 the premises entered 
were left witnout any person in charge. 

680 persons were summoned ; viz., 3 licensed victuallers, 
8 beer bouse keepers, 1 1 persons found on licensed premises 
during prohibited hours, 204 drivers or conductors of 
public carriages, 263 persons for obstruction in the streets, 
45 for wheeling barrows on footway, 18 drivers of vehicles 
for riding without holding the reins, 18 for furious driving 
or riding, 23 for cruelty. 39 for cattle straying, and 48 for 
other offences. Of these 602 were convicted, 65 dismissed, 
10 gave false addresses, and 3 have not yet been heard. 

44 fires occurred (the same number as in the previous 
year) ; the average number of Police on duty at each was 
1 Superintendent, 1 Inspector, 3 Sergeants, and 21 Con- 
stables. 8 persons were rescued from fire by Police. 

o7 persons committed suicide, being 9 more than m the 
previous year, and 16 more than in 1876, having the 
numbers nearly doubled in three years. 

4 bodies of persons unknown have been photographed, 
but not yet identified. 

408 inquests have been held, at each of which an In- 
spector or Sergeant was in attendance. 

Medical aid was called by Police to 1,039 persons, 218 
being cases of insensibility, of which number 109 were 
caused by drink. The total cost of surgeons' fees for these 
attendances was 178/. I3s. ; the amount repaid by the 
persons attended being only 12/., leaving a balance of 
166/. 13^. to be paid out of the Police Fund. 

137 persons were taken by Police to hospitals, 70 of 
them being suffering from accidents and 6/ from other 
causes. 

397 persons found ill, destitute, &c. were taken by Police 
to workhouses. 

9 persons were killed bv vehicles in the streets and 195 
maimed or injured. Of these 79 were caused by light 
carts. 

1,741 doors and 1,128 windows were found by Police 
open or insecurely fastened during the night. 

1^8 inquiries were made by Police respecting the 
characters of persons applying for licences as drivers or 
conductors of public carriages. 

424 pedlars and 86 chimney sweepers certificates were 
granted. 

The Police on duty at fixed points have been called away 
at the request of the inhabitants to render assistance 842 
times. 

852 articles of property left in public carriages have 
been deposited at Police Stations in the Division by drivers 



or conductors, this being an increase on previous year of 
154. 

278 articles found by Police in the streets have been 
brought to Police Stations. 

659 animals (exclusive of dogs), including 458 horses, 
have been found by Police and restored to the owners. 

1,700 dogs were seized by Police, of which 1,588 were 
sent to the home at Battersea, 107 restored to owners, and 
5 killed being in a rabid state. 

1,665 persons were reported to the Police as " lost " or 
missing, viz. : 1,194 children under 10 years of age and 
471 adults, of whom 712 children and 109 adults were 
found by Police, 3 committed suicide; the remainder were 
found by friends or returned home. 

17,656 telegrams were transmitted through the principal 
Station of the Division.

I BEG to report that during the year 1878, 

4,628 persons were apprehended for various offences, 
3,735 were convicted, 893 discharged. 

558 persons were brought to Stations and not charged, 
principally on the grounds that complainants declined ^to 
prosecute. 

519 persons were summoned for various offences; 479 
convicted, 38 dismissed, 1 withdrawn, 1 not served. 

439 certificates were issued to pedlars, and 26 certificates 
issued beyond Metropolitan Police District were endorsed 
to enable the holders to act within the metropolis. 

167 occasional licences were granted to victuallers, for 
balls, public dinners, &c., and 3 applications were not 
acceded to. 

91 beggars were apprehended, 48 convicted, 43 discharged. 
The local branches of the Mendicity Society have done 
good service in repressing vagrancy in some districts. 

457 cases occurred in which medical aid was called at 
a cost to the Police Fund of 120/. 9s, 

75 persons found destitute in the streets were taken to 
workhouses and infirmaries. 

202 coroners inquests were held. 

145 accidents from horses and vehicles occurred, which 
resulted in the death of 9 persons and injuries to 136 
persons. 

56 accidents occurred to vehicles passing over tram car 
lines on this Division. I have personally experienced and 
noticed in other cases the difficulty drivers of vehicles of 
all kinds experience in getting out of tram rails, owing to 
the defective state of the paving and laying of the rails. 
During wet weather the lines in many places are submerged 
in mud for yards, to the great discomfort of pedestrians 
reouiring to cross the road. 

IVam cars are a boon to thousands as a cheap conveyance, 
but I do think that the best means should be adopted in 
the construction of the wheels and laying of the rails, so 
as to make the roads available for all traffic to pass over at 
any place without the risk of twisting axles and tearing 
off wheels. 

2,036,941 persons visited the Crystal Palace, and num- 
bers of Police are employed every year at the cost of the 
Company. Although rough play occurs on certain holidays 
it is seldom that charges arise from this place of entertain- 
ment. 

2,566 doors and windows were found open or insecure, 
and 74 cases have occurred in which thieves entered during 
the absence of anyone in charge ; and the Police seldom 
get thanked for calling the attention of householders to 
neglect of this kind. 

In February a man was charged at Carter Street Station 
with being drunk and refusing to pay a cab fare. He was 
confined by himself, and during the night shot himself 
with a revolver, which resulted in death. 

A murder and suicide occurred on 5th June at Camber- 
well, and on 17th November a man was charged with the 
murder of a woman with whom he cohabited at Walworth. 
He was sentenced to penal servitude for life. 

In October a prosecution was instituted against an 
undertaker for an offence against public decency, the 
remains of several infants in various stages of decomposition 
having been found unburied in his cellar. Indignant 
excitement was caused in the neighbourhood, but no 
evidence could be obtained to support an indictment for 
misdemeanour. 

10 miles 1,557 yards, comprising 54 streets and 2 squares, 
have been laid out, and 2,742 new houses built. 

14 fixed points have been abolished and beats laid out 
for Constables withdrawn from that duty, and 1 Sergeant, 
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10 Constables added to the Division in parts where 
increased Police protection has been needed. 

A Police Station is required in the neighbourhood of 
Brocklej, and it would be desirable to form a section there, 
to relieve a portion of Lewisham and Peckham. A suitable 
sifce can now be obtained. 

The Local Officers of the Criminal Investigation Depart- 
ment attached to this Division under the Inspector nave 
given me satis&ction, several apprehensions and recovery 
of property have been effected by them with credit: 

At the close of the year a deal of distress prevailed owing 
to a general depression, but I am pleased to say that it 
has not been found to have conduced to an increase of

R Division* 

On 31st December 1878 the strength of this Division 
was, exclusive of Reserve, 33 Inspectors, 30 Sergeants, and 
354 Constables. The Reserve consists of 1 Inspector, 4 
Ser^^eants, and 39 Constables. 31 Constables joined the 
Division, 6 resigned voluntarily, and5 died ; 1 Supt., 1 P.S., 
and 6 P.Cs. retired on pension, and 2 P.Cs. on gratuity. 
1 Inspector was promoted to Superintendent, 25 Sergeants 
to Inspectors, and 7 P.Cs. to Sergeants. This number 
includes 22 Sergeants promoted to Third Class Inspectors, 
and 3 P.Cs. in the C. I. Department. 

46 burglaries occurred last year, against 18 of the pre- 
vious, being an increase of 28. Breaking into dwellmg- 
housea 45, to 18 of last year, an increase of 27, for which 
24 persons were apprehended, 17 of whom were convicted 
and 7 acquitted. The greater number of these cases were 
proved to have been committed by the notorious Peace, 
whose extraordinary character and antecedents have re- 
cently been so prominently before the public. 

Two cases of horse stealing against one last year, in both 
cases the animals were recovered, and one person appre- 
hended and discharged. 

During the year 770 larcenies have been reported to the 
Police of this Division, the greater portion being from 
doors left open, out-houses, goods exposed for sale, and by 
servants. 

1,926 doors and windows were found either open or 
insecurely fastened by Police during the year. 

126 persons were run over and irgured, 5 persons were 
killed by vehicles, and 86 persons were conveyed to hos- 
pitals by Police. 

Medical aid was rendered to 529 persons at the instance 
of Pplice during the year. 

The Police of this Division have attended and reported 
the result of 764 inquests during the past year. 528 of this 
number were on bodies recovered from the wreck of the 
" Princess Alice." 

22 suicides were committed, and 19 attempted, in this 
Division during the year. 

559 summonses were taken out by Police of this Division 
during the year; 522 were convicted, 13 dismissed, 19 not 
served, and 4 withdrawn. 

443 certificates and 116 indorsements were granted to 
pedbirs, and 61 certificates to chimney sweeps during the 
past year in this Division. 

571 children were reported lost, of which number 297 
were found and restored bv Police during the year. 

2,054 dogs were seized by Police ; 1,594 sent to hoftie, 
44S restored to owners, 6 escaped, 5 died, 1 killed. 

52 fires occurred during year in this Division, none 
of a serious nature, and no lives lost. 

1,016 new houses have been built, 238 are in course of 
erection, and 10 new streets have been formed during the 



advancement in class of Sergeants has been received by 
the Officers concerned with great satisfaction. 

The conduct of the men generally has been very good ; 
2 Inspectors, 6 P.Ss., and 44 P.Cs. having been re- 
warded by Commissioner enuring the year for meritorious 
conduct. 

I regret to state that 44 burglaries were committed dur- 
ing the year, as against 29 in previous year. In 33 cases 
the houses were insufficiently secured, and in one case 
not secured at all. Apprehensions were effected in seven 
cases. 

858 doors and windows were found open or insecurely 
fastened by Police during the year. 

313 persons received medical aid at the instance of 
Police. 

857 dogs were seized by Police ; of which number 663 
were sent to the home, and 192 restored to owners; 2 
killed in a rabid state. 

35 fires occurred during the year, very few however being 
of a serious nature. 

87 pedlars certificates were taken out by persons in this 
Division and 97 received indorsement. 

39 chimney sweepers certificates were taken out during 
the year. 

154 inquests were held and attended by Pohce. 

1 47 persons were conveved to hospital by Police ; 58 
suffering from accident and 89 from other causes, 

739 articles of property were deposited at the three 
principal Stations in this Division, having been left in 
Hackney and metropolitan stage carriages. 

533 new houses were built during the year, forming 20 
new streets, and 21 1 new houses were in course of erection 
on 31st December, lliis shows a great increase as com • 
pared with last year, the numbers then being 296, 11, and 
130 respectively. • 

7 persons were *run over and killed and 121 maimed or 
injured by different vehicles. 

320 summonses were taken out by Police against persons 
for various offences and convictions obtained in 286 cases. 

9 persons committed suicide and 18 attempted to do 
so, but were prevented. 

464 children were reported lost or missing, of which 
number 393 were found and restored by Police and 71 
found by friends. 

In conclusion, I beg to state that I continue to receive 
from the Inspectors of Division the same assistance afforded 
me by them as on former years.

S OR Hampstead Division. 

I DEO to submit my Annual Report for the year 1878. 

The strength of the Division on 31st December 1878 
was 1 Superintendent, 29 Inspectors, 38 Sergeants, and 
461 Constables. The increased number of Inspectors in- 
cludes 19 who were formerly known as " Station Ser- 
geants," but who were, in August last, promoted to the 
rank of Third Class Inspectors. The arrangement appears 
to me to have been a good one, and I befieve has given 
general satisfaction. The alteration also respecting the 



T OR Kensington Division. 

I BEG to submit my Annual Report for the year 1878, 
and in doing so have to remark that the year has passed 
over without anything occurring which would be of interest 
to the public. The whole of the cases with which Police 
have had to deal have been of an ordinary character. 

The conduct of the Police has been equally good as 
that in former years, and the duties have been performed 
in a satisfactory manner. The complaints which have 
been made by the public from time to time may, I con- 
sider, be fairly ascribed to insufficiency, not inefficiency. 

52 Sergeants and Constables were rewarded by Commis- 
sioner for meritorious conduct. Two were awarded grants 
from the Bow Street Police Court Reward Fund for 
courage displayed in making apprehensions, whilst 4 others 
attached to the Criminal Investigation Department were 
publicly commended by Judges for the skill and intelli- 
gence they had evinced in conducting cases in which they 
were concerned. 

1 Inspector, 1 Sergeant, and 14 Constables resigned, 
having been granted pensions or gratuities^ and 20 Con- 
stables resigned voluntarily. 

The strength of this Division was augmented by the 
addition of 7 Constables for ordinarv duty during the year ; 
and in the same period 1,852 new nouses were built, and 
new streets and squares measuring 6^ miles were added 
to the ground patrolled by Police. These new buildings 
were receiving rapid additions, 1,232 houses being in course 
of construction at the end of the year. This increase calls 
for a corresponding addition to the strength of Police, and 
an addition was made in the early part of 1879, which is 
not accounted for in this Report. 

In April an Inspector was augmented, and he, with 7 
Sergeants and 8 Constables, who were selected from the 
most competent men in the Division, were appointed to 
the Criminal Investigation Department then estaolished, as 
the proportion of Officers to be attached to this Division. 
These Officers have performed thaa ^xste^ ^^ tsc^ itT^Ssw^ 
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satisfaction. No complaint of uij kind has been recorded 
against them, and I am convinced that thcfjr and the plain 
clothes Officers, who act as temporary patrols, are a great 
public protection. As I have already shown, 4 of these 
Officers were commended by Judges ; and I believe that 
they all perform their work m a diligent straightforward 
manner. 

The felonies reported to Police during the year show but 
a very sliffht increase in number, being, in 1877, 1,237, and 
in 1 878, 1 ,240. This shows but three c^ences more than 
in 1877, whilst the value of property stolen is nearly 250/. 
less than that in the former year. Of these felonies 446 
were of that class which are not under control of Police. 

For committing these offences 487 persons were appre- 
hended, of whom 31<0 were convicted either summarily or 
by a jury, and 177 were either discharged by the Magis- 
trates or acquitted. 

37 cases of burglary occurred, and 53 houses or shops 
were broken and entered. Of this number 70 houses were 
entered by thieves, in which no person was actually 
in charge at the time the entrance was made, and during 
the year Police had discovered in the night time that 
1,192 doors and 1,090 windows had been left unfastened 
by the occupiers of houses. 

190 persons were apprehended for begging during the 
year. This is an excess of 40 persons on the preceding 
year ; and, considering the lengthened period of commercial 
depression and consequent distress, I do not consider the 
number so great as might have beeiT expected. 

During the year 1,851 stray dogs were found by Police. 
This is a large increase above former years, and the atten- 
tion Police pay to this duty does not appear to diminish 
the number of these ownerless animals, ana I am of opinion 
that an alteration in the mode of enforcing payment of 
dog licences is necessary. 

3,487 soldiers were billeted during the year, the major 
part of whom belonged to Militia regiments. I am happy 
to state that the new Brigade Dep6t Parracks at Hounslow 
are approacl^ng completion ; when they are fit for occupa- 
tion I hope that Militia recruits will be accommodated 
there, instead of being placed in billets as at present. 

The Mounted Men and Van and Dispatch Cart drivers 
have performed their duties properly, and the horses have 
been treated with care and attention. 9,163 prisoners were 
conveyed in the van, which is an increase above the num- 
ber carried in the former year of 1,377 persons. This 
increase is mainly owing to the growth of the neighbour- 
hood and increased population. 

llie growth of that part of London comprised within the 
Hammersmith Police Court district has become very large, 
and the increase, both in houses and population, still 
rapidly increases. This, of course, throws much extra 
work upon the Police Court, and I hope, ere long, this 
Police Uourt will be kept open the whole day, instead of 
for 4 hours as at present. 

Summonses are frequently adjourned, and the public 
complain of unnecessary delay, which cannot be avoided, 
as in consequence of the short time the Police Court is 
open, the business very ^quently cannot be got through 
in time.

In submitting my Annual Report for the year 1878, 1 
have again to testify to the good conduct and general 
efficiency of all ranks serving in this Division; more 
particularly the superior Officers, whose hearty support 
and co-operation I continue to receive in carrying out the 
important duties of my office. 

No occurrence of sufficient public interest to be recorded 
here happened in this Division during the year ; but the 
following brief particulars of the work done, &c. may not 
prove uninteresting, viz. :

773 felonies, value 3,391/., were committed. Of these, 
however, 211, value 667^., were not under control of Police, 
and in 132 cases under Police control property value 454/. 
was recovered. 

Note. — 53 of these felonies, value 758/., were committed 
on the occasions of great public events, viz., 17 at the 
Oxford and Cambridge boat race, 36 at Epsom and 
Hampton races. 

The people attending these places still continue to 
decorate ihemselves off with jewellery and other valuables, 
notwithstanding the many cautions tney have received and 
the great loss they sustain every year. 

4/8 summonses were taken out by Police; 442 of the persons 
summoned were convicted, 34 discharged, and 2 witnesses; 
viz., 18 against licensed victuallers, 74 for obstruction, 28 
furious diriving, 112 cattle straying, 51 drunk in thorough- 
fare, 14 in public-houses during prohibited hours, I ms- 
orderly conduct, 21 driving cattle during prohibited hours, 
35 Hackney carriage drivers, 45 not having names and 
addresses painted on vehicles, 26 not having proper control 
over horses of which they were in charge, 6 smoke nuisance, 
1 Pedlars Act, 3 obstructing Police in execution of duty, 

1 breaking public street lamp, 15 cruelty to animals, 
3 throwing stones in public thoroughfares, 4 gambling, 

2 suffering from infectious disease, 1 Nuisance Removal 
Act, 1 Wild Birds Act, 4 Gun Licence Act, 2 Prevention of 
Crimes Act, 2 keeping dogs without licences, 2 discharging 
fireworks in public places, and 4 drunk in public-houses. 

3,183 summonses were taken out by private persons and 
served by Police, 1,787 convicted, 583 dismissed, and 813 
withdrawn. 

1,009 stray dogs were seized by Police, 873 were sent 
to the Home for Lost Dogs, 133 restored to owners on 
production of licences, and 3 killed, being in a rabid 
state. 

1,191 persons were charged or summoned for drunken- 
ness, as against 849 in 1877; thus showing an increase, 
in round numbers, of 40 per cent, in this class of offence. 

Considering the large amount of distress which now 
prevails in all parts, it appears very remarkable that 
drunkenness should be so enormously on the increase. 

1,151 soldiers were billeted on this Division during the 
year. 

90 persons were accidentally run over in the streets by 
vehicles ; 8 were killed on the spot or died shortly after- 
wards from the injuries they received, 82 received only 
slight injury. 

388 pedlars certificates (41 more than last year) were 
issued and 130 indorsed ; amount received on account of 
same 100/. 5s, 19 pedlars were charged and convicted of 
hawking without licences. 

51 chimney sweepers licences (2 more than last year) were 
issued under the Act which came into operation on 1st 
January 1876. There can be no donbt that this Act has 
completely attained its object, viz., the prevention of. boys 
of tender years being employed in sweeping chimnies. 

31 cases of smoke nuisance were reported during the 
year, 6 persons were summoned and convicted, and 25 were 
cautioned by direction of Commissioner, after which the 
nuisance ceased. 2 P.Os. are employed on an average 
three days in each week on this duty. 

101 beggars (being 20 in excess of last year and 42 more 
than in 1876) were apprehended, 59 were convicted, and 
42 were discharged. 

148 occasional licences were granted to publicans and 2 
were refused. No violation of the law occurred during the 
time these licences were in force. 

7,801 telegraph messages were sent from and received at 
\yandsworth Station during the year. ITiis system has 
now become invaluable to the Police Service ; and it is 
very desirable that all Stations in the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict, as well as the Chief Stations of county and borough 
Constabularies throughout England, should be connected 
with as little delay as possible. The advantages which such 
a comprehensive system of telegraphy would offer are too 
obvious to need comment. 

165 apprehensions were effected, and 36 miscellaneous 
inquiries made by the officers of the Criminal Investigation 
Department attached to this Division. 

These Officers (viz., 1 Inspector, 3 Sergeants, and 

3 Constables), have given me entire satisfaction since their 
appointment in Apnl last ; and I would strongly recom- 
mend an addition to their number. I consider there should 
be at least two at every Sub-divisional Station, and one 
at each of the other Stations, so as to be on the spot ready 
to take up all inquiries and investigations instantly ; as 
ultimate success in tracing property, apprehending crimi- 
nals, &c. mainly depends on promptitude of action. 

Much valuable time is now lost by the Detective Officers 
in country districts in travelling to and from outlying 
Stations to inquire into cases as they arise. 



28 new streets wer^ fonned during the year, 1^93 new 
houses built, and 555 are now in coursci of erection. The 
measurement of these streets is o miles 1,558 yards, and 
they are now regularly patrolled by Police. 

/07 doors ana 535 windows were found open, 1.17 doors 
and 45 windows were found insecurely fastened. In 112 
cases of larceny the thieves gained access to the premises by 
doors or windows being left open or insecurely fastenea. 
There is still great carelessness on the part of the people 
in this respect, notwithstanding the repeated cautions they 
have received from the Police &om time to time. 

222 persons, viz., 133 adults and 89 children, were re- 
ported to Police as lost or missing, 122 returned home, 
§6 were found by PoUce and restored to their friends, 
4 committed suicide, 1 was found drowned, and 9 are still 
missing. 

This Division was augmented during the year, 1 In- 
spector and 2 Sergeants, for duty in the Criminal Investi- 
gation Department, and 8 P.Cs. for beat duty at Battersea. 
More men are urgently required to meet pressing exi- 
gencies occasioned by the rapid increase of population ; 
and I venture to hope that the time is not distant when 
the whole of the men (viz., 6 Sergeants and 65 Constables) 
uked for in my Report of 30th October 1877, and sub- 
sequent Reports, will be obtained, as they are all greatly 
needed. 

During the year 2 Officers were commended by Judges, 
and 18,were rewarded, and 2 commended by Commissioner. 

Kew* Gardens. The enormous number of 725,422 per- 
sons visited these gardens during the year. 

36 men, viz., 1 Inspector, 2 Sergeants, and 33 Con- 
stables, left the Division during the year, 9 of them on 
gaining pensions, 5 on receiving gratuities, 12 to seek 
other employment. 

The arrangement which came into operation on 23rd 
August 1878, by which the second class is gained after 
three years service, is a source of much satisfaction to the 
third class men. If a similar arrangement could be made 
for the attainment of the first class in a given time (say 
eight years), it would, I am sure, be hailed as a great boon, 
and would, no doubt, prevent many good men from 
leaving the service. 

5 b(Mies of persons found dead during the year were 
photographed, and 4 of them were subsequenlly identi- 
fied by means of the photo. This is indeeci very satisfac- 
tory, and shows the great value of photography in this 
direction. 

74 persons were taken to hospital by Police during the 
year. 

The proposed new Divisional Station at Wandsworth 
(a site for which was purchased upwards of four years 
ago) has not yet been erected. The single men having 
been removed out of the present old Station into Bay 
Cottage, which was taken in June last for a term of three 
years for Section House purposes, I have now sufficient 
room in which to carry on the work of the Division ; but 
nevertheless I venture to hope that the day is not distant 
when the new Station will be built. 

Educational classes. Attendance at these classes being 
now compulsory on all men joining the service subsequent 
to the 1st January 1878, the results this vear have been much 
more satisfactory than ever they were before ; several men 
have alreadv gained certificates of proficiency in the subjects 
taught, and have claimed exemption from further attend- 
ance at the classes.

W Division. 

In submitting my Report for the past year I am pleased 
to state that the conduct of the Officers and men has been 
good, and that their duties have been satisfactorily per- 
formed. 

The only event of importance that occurred was the 
wilful murder of a woman, on 21st July, by a man with 
whom she cohabited, for which he was executed at Wands- 
worth Prison 8th October. 

Although the yearly returns show a ^eater number of 
burglaries than those of former years, 18 m 1877, as against 
68 for 1878, it is not in consequence of the increase of that 
class of offence, but the altered system of classification ; 
many cases have been reported as burglaries for which if 
the thieves had been ai)prehended they could not have 
been indicted for that offence. 

2,668 persons were charged with various offences, with 
the following results : — 

Tried and convicted - - - - 71 

„ acquitted - - - - 29 

Summarily convicted - - - 1,883 

Discharged - - . - - 685 



Those numbers include 63 for begging, 40 of whom were 
convicted and 23 dischai'ged. 

54 S^ summonses were taken out by Police, out of which, 
502 convictions were obtained and 47 dismissied. 

966 summonses taken oUt by private persons were also 
served by Police ; 595 convicted, 371 dismissed. 

1,778 stray dogs were seized by Police ; 1,391 being sent 
to the home and 387 restored to owners. 

333 pedlars certificates were issued, and 102 endorsed ; 
also 69 chimney sweepers certificates, and 2 endorsed. 

131 inquests were attended by Pohce. 

46 fires occurred, 353 Police of all ranks being in attend- 
ance. 

969 doors and 982 windows were found by Police during 
the night to be open or insecurely fastened. 

181 persons were cautioned by PoHce of the risk of 
leaving linen exposed in their gardens, &c. after dusk. 

The licensed houses have been well conducted, 7 only 
having been summoned by PoUpe, viz., 4 licensed victual- 
lers and 3 beer shop keepers, all of whom were convicted. 

The educational classes have been attended by very few 
men (although there is a most zealous and able instructor), 
except those who are compelled to do so by Comnussioner's 
order of 25th February 1878. This order works well, and 
will in the course of time improve the tone of the service. 

4,522 telegiums were received at the Chief Station, and 
it would be of gr^t advantage to the service if all the 
Stations of the Division were connected with it.

X Division. 

Thb year 1878 has passed without any serious or im- 
portant events to chronicle, so far as concerns this Division; 
the conduct and efficiency of Police have been satisfactory, 
as will be exemplified by the fact that the number of men 
and officers rewarded by Commissioner has increased from 
39 in 1877 to 50 in 1878 ; and the number of Officers com- 
mended or rewarded by Magistrates from 3 in 1877 to 6 in 
1878 ; those commended or rewarded by Judges being 7 in 
1878 against 4 in 1877. 

I would again respectfully call attention to the frequency 
of larcenies through goods being exposed for sale, with a 
view to something being done to remedy this crying evil ; 
and that this class of crime is on the increase is manifest, . 
as 129 cases were reported to Police of this DiWsion during 
past year, and 97 persons were apprehended for same, 
while there were only 100 reported during 1877, and 67 
persons apprehended for that offence, which is, I am sure, 
in a great number of cases, the stepping stone to crime. 

Numerous complaints respecting *' Servant's Registr7 
Offices" have lately appeared in the newspapers, and much 
discussion has followed, in my opinion, not a moment too 
soon, as the greater number of those institutions are a 
snare and a fraud on both servants and masters alike, but 
bear harder on the former, being the least able to defend 
themselves. 

Domestic servants are induced tp leave their homes by 
reading advertisements in the country papers so artfully 
worded that the victim believes it to be a genuine advertise- 
ment, and not until she has travelled many miles, and paid 
a fee of 2s. 6d. or 5«., does she find she has been duped, 
and in many instances finds herself perhaps a hundred 
miles or more from home penniless, when she imagined 
she was about to enter on a lucrative situation ; or, per- 
haps, she may have a little money left, and the keepers ofthe 
registry office support her till it is all spent, and, failing to 
get her a situation, turn her out. This may be thought to 
be highly coloured, but I can say that it is a strict and sober 
fiict. 

Another system of fraud practised in the metropolis is 
what are commonly termed " Mock Auctions," that is to 
say, three or more persons purchase some damaged or 
almost worthless goods, which they take to a small shop in 
a busy thoroughfare, where one plays the part of auctioneer 
while the others bid, a ** tout *' being stationed at the door 
to induce passers-by to enter and purchase ; and some, 
believing it to be a " bon& fide " sale, and the statements 
of the auctioneer to be true, give an exorbitant price for 
an article which is afterwards found to be worth next to 
nothing. Knowing the reluctance of the dupes to appear 
in a police court and confess their folly, these swindlers 
carry on their trade almost with impunity. The only 
efficacious remedy I have found for stopping such sales is 
to place an experienced Constable opposite the house. 

Frequent complaints are made in tnis neighbourhood of 
the annoyance eaused by organs, German bauds^ &c.^tK<^ 
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players in most cases refasing to leave at the request of 
the inhabitants, unless paid to do so, and, if a Constable 
be sent for, he finds on his arrival that the players have 
Irft, or that the householder will not chai^ge in consequence 
of the time taken up and the trouble given by attending 
at the police station and police court. Very often, in cases 
of serious illness, a short beat is made in the vicinity of 
the sick person's house, which necessitates the withdrawal 
of two P.Cs. from other neighbourhoods for some weeks, 
thereby lessening the protection of the public at large.

Y Division. 

I BEQ to submit my Report for 1878. 

The Division covers an area of 70 square miles, and the 
exterior portion of it is being rapidly formed into new 
neighbourhoods, upwards of 1,900 houses having been 
built during the year, thus necessitating extended Police 
patrol which has not been met by a corresponding increase 
of strength to perform the extra work. 

The total strength of all ranks on dlst December was 
627, 5 less than the previous year. 

The officers have promptly and energetically carried out 
the duties devolving upon fchem, and the conduct of the 
men has been good. 

The vigilance exercised in the detection of crime by 
officers and men has met with the marked approval of the 
Judges, no less than 30 commendations and several 
money awards having been given by them, and the Com- 
missioner has rewarded in 73 cases where ability has been 
displayed in tracing and apprehending offenders. 

The appointment of Third Class Inspectors in lieu of 
Station Sergeants was a desirable change, and the increase 
of pay to the Acting Sergeants on Station duty in the 
exterior parts of the Division, together with a recognition 
of their rank by wearing two stripes, has met with general 
satisfaction. * 

The criminal returns show an increase in the number of 
felonies committed : the cases of burglary show no change 
from the previous year. The increase occurs in the minor 
cases of felony, and this is owing to the facility given for 
stealing goods exposed for sale outside shops ; the stealing 
from the pockets of ladies jackets \ and the recklessness of 
persons letting apartments to strangers without references, 
who take the earUest opportunity of stealing their property 
and decamping. 

The practice of leaving dweUings unattended, especially 
on Sundays, cannot be too strongly condemned, as may be 
shown by the following. 

In the early part of the year 3 men were arrested for 
housebreaking, and on searching their houses the part 
proceeds in 32 cases of housebreaking and burglary were 
found, the whole of which were committed during the 
absence of the occupants. 

The plain clothes Officers (Criminal Investigation De- 
partment) have performed their duties in a very satis- 
factory manner, and the appointment of a Local Inspector 
at their head under my control works well. 

Several excellent arrests have been made, notably the 
one above referred to, the Officers engaged in the case were 
each awarded 5/. by the presiding J uoge for their skill; 
also on the 14th November, a girl, age 14, was seen by 2 
Officers to steal a fire guard from outside a shop in High 
Street, Camden Town, and hand the same to a woman. 
Both were arrested, the girl being drunk. The enquiries 
made reveided an astounding career of crime. The girl 
was plied with drink by both parents, and then sent to 
steal, whilst one or the other waited at a secluded spot 
to receive the plunder. At their house was found a room 
full of stolen property, consisting of clocks, car])ets, looking 
glasses, &c., and 135 ])a\»'nbrokers duplicates, all relating 
to stolen property. 

Tlie man and his wife were each sentenced to 5 years' 
penal servitude, and the girl sent to an Industrial School. 
The Judge when commending the Officers remarked that 
" it was the worst case he had ever tried." 

The Police have attended at 65 fires and 604 inquests. 

4,389 charges have been taken, of which 2,226 were for 
drunkenness. 

1,365 stray dogs were seized, of which 153 were after- 
wards ownea, remainder sent to home. 

157 accidents were brought under the noUce of the 
Police in the streets, and in 8 cases resulted fatally , 



156 persons were taken to hospital* 

1,383 doors and- 1,210 windows were found open, and 
135 doors and 30 windows insecurely fastened. 

The drivers and conductors of public carriages made 
1,068 deposits of property found by them, and the Police 
have made inquiry respecting 2,011 applicajits for employ* 
ment as drivers and conductors. 

1,235 felonies were committed and 605 arrests made 
respecting them. In 90 cases of felony no persons were 
in charge of the premises during the commission of the 
ofPences. 

The treatment of injured persons when in the hands of 
the Police (they not bemg experienced in the mode of treat- 
ing them) until the arrival of a medical man called for 
comment, and competent autliorities have fi*om time to 
time been instructing the Police in ambulance work, and 
the Officers have evinced great interest in making themselves 
acquainted with the best mode of treating injured persons 
coming under their notice.

Thames Division. 

Report for the year 1878. 

I beg leave to state that during the psst year the number 
of felonies, 118, compared with former returns, show a 
decrease. The value of property stolen was estimated at 
1,440/., of this 1,023/. was recovered by the Police. 

The Officers and men specislly employed at the instance 
of the Board of Trade for the protection of seamen entering 
the Port of London were withdrawn on the 1st February 
1878, and the Division was subsequently reduced 2 In- 
spectors and 6 Constables. The strength of which on the 
31st December stood thus : 1 Superintendent, 8 Inspectors, 
22 Third Class Inspectors, 114 Constables, 1 Local Inspector, 
3 Sergeants, and 1 Constable, Criminal Investigation De- 
partment. Total of all ranks 150. • 

During the past year nothing beyond the ordinary 
routine of Police duties came under oDser^'ation with the 
exception of the sinking of two steamers in the river by 
colliding with other vessels, whereby causing great loss of 
life. The first was that of the " Benbow " and " Ostrich " 
on the evening of the 20th January, at the upper part of 
Woolwich Reach, when the latter sank. Several persons 
were injured by the collision and some were drowned. 

ITie other was that of the " Bywell Castle " and " Prin- 
cess Alice," in Galleon's Reach; the latter was cut in 
halves and immediately sank, taking with her about 800 
passengers. Out of that number not more than 150 were 
rescued. The whole of the Police who were employed at 
the wreck, and in receiving the dead bodies as they were 
recovered discharged their duties with zeal unsurpassed, 
the Officers and men continuing their exertions in convey- 
ing the dead when labourers and others positively refused 
to perform this loathsome work, although tempted with 
high wages. 

The loss of life occasioned by the sad accident above 
referred to, I believe, is without precedent on the River 
Thames, but what is most surprising to me is that these 
overcrowded river steamers have run so many years clear 
of accident, but I hope that steps will be taken to prevent 
such a catastrophe for the future by reducing the number 
of passengers specified on the licences now in existence. 

There is no^oubt that the vessels are capable of carrying 
the number of persons therein stated, but in a crowded 
river like the Thames where large steamers^ are running up 
and down it is not safe for such a multitude to be conveyed 
at one time, and the only way to prevent overcrowding of 
passengers will be by reducing the numbers as above 
suggested, and by levying heavy fines where the law is 
infringed. If this scheme was adopted it would add com- 
fort to passengers, and not jeopardize so many lives in case 
of accicknt, for it must be remembered that a few years ago 
the " Meteor " and " Metis " were sunk just below Barking, 
but I believe the passengers were all saved from those 
vessels, the accidents having occurred in the day time.

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First or Woolwich Dockyard. Division. 

I BEG to submit the foUowinj? particulars concerning 
this Division during the year 18^8, and to state that all 
ranks have eigoyed good health, the duties have been 
carefully performed, and the conduct of the whole of the 
men (with three exceptions) has been good ; only 6 Con- 
stables having been fined during the year. The following 
variations took place, viz. : Resigned with pension, 1 
Constable; resigned to take other employment, 4 Con- 
stables. Promoted 2 First Class Inspectors to the rank 
of Chief Inspector, and 3 Sergeants to the rank of Inspector. 
Transferred to other Divisions, 2 Inspectors and 22 Con- 
stables. In the Royal Arsenal 141 reports were made 
against employes for breach of regulations, viz.: for 
having foul tobacco pipes in their possession, 86; ditto 
lucifer maches, 13; disorderly conduct, 8; leaving work 
before time, 14 ; various other petty irregularities, 20. 

8 fires occurred, all small, except 1 that happened at the 
Proof Butts, and which, owing to the solidity of the roof, 
gave the Police and Auxiliary Fire Brigades some trouble 
before it could be finally extinguished. The Inspector of 
Works was pleased to express to Commissioner his appre- 
ciation of the services rendered by the Police Furemen who 
worked very hard for several hours, and during a ^at 
part of the time standing in water. The Commissioner 
also gave each man a reward. The Arsenal Police Fire 
Brigade also attended and rendered valuable assistance at 
10 fires in the town and neighbourhood of Woolwich. 
There were 3 cases of larceny of Government property, in 
2 of which the accused were aealt with by Magistrates, and 
the other was sent for trial and convicted. The Arsenal 
Police also apprehended 10 persons for various offences in 
R Division. The Divisional Detective employed at Wool- 
wich Garrison apprehended 27 persons, viz. : 13 for larceny, 
6 desertion, and 8 for various cases dealt with by the 
military authorities. There were 19 occurrences of the 
Police finding and restoring property to owners. The 
Educational Class has been very well attended, and the 
men have derived much benefit therefrom. I wish 
I could say as much concerning the Recreation Room, a 
large and commodious place but without the attraction of 
a billiard table. 

The number of property passes received at the gates 
was 6,6€B, of which 663 were contractors. The number of 
visitors amounted to 33,279 British subjects and 281 
foreigners, being a total of 33,560, and 7,174 in excess of 
previous year. Woolwich Dockyard, now a War Depart- 
ment Station, gained additional notoriety through being 
the place where the bodies of the unfortunate persons were 
lan^d and deposited prior to inquest and interment who 
lost their lives in the oisaster that happened to the London 
Steamboat Company's saloon boat " Princess Alice," on 
the night of the 3rd September. The terrible calamity, 
which happened at that part of the Thames called Tripcock 
Point, Galleon's Reach, Becton, about 8 p.m. was caused by 
a powerful screw collier steamship named "The Bywell 
Castle " striking the " Princess Alice " on the starboard 
sponson and nearly cutting her in two. Nearly all the 
persons on board tne " Princess Alice," estimated at about 
800, were precipitated into the water, and it is supposed 
that upwards of 600 were drowned. The first melancholy 
freight of 9 dead bodies arrived at RofTs Wharf, Woolwich, 
per "Duke of Teck" steamer about 10 o'clock the same 
night, aH of which were carefully removed by Police to the 
London Steamboat Company's Office on the spot, and 
subsequently to the Town Hall, Woolwich; but the 
authorities beginning to realize fully the frightful extent 
of the catastrophe, applied to the Commissary General at 
Woolwich Arsenal for permission to convey the dead to the 
Dockyard as there was no place in the town large enough 
to hold them. The request having been granted more 
than 600 bodies were landed at the Dockyard, and placed 
within buildings, &c., where they were carefully searched 
by Police and their descriptions, &c. taken as to person, 
dress, property, &c. The excitement in Woolwich was so 
great, and the visitors to the Dockyard so numerous— on 
some days from 30,000 to 40,000 persons — ^that a strong 
force of additional Police was required to keep the gates 
clear, and direct traffic, &c. Notwithstanding the presence 
for several days of a great crowd of persons in and near the 
Dockyard, no case of disorder or riotous conduct occurred, 
but one individual was caught in the Dockyard in the act 
of picking pockets during the landing of some dead bodies. 
He was sentenced to six months imprisonment. The Police 
received a number of " commendations " for their services 
in connection with the disaster, the principal of which came 
from the Lord Mayor, the Secretary of State, the Board of 
Trade, Board of Works, Plumstead, &c. Woolwich Dock- 
yard was also the scene of an alarming accident ; but at 
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which happily no lives were lost, on the 13th March, when 
a large building in course of erection for the Commissariat 
Department suddenly collapsed and fell down burying 
underneath the d^ris about 153 workmen, of whom 3/ 
were more or less injured. 

Only 1 small fire occurred in the yard during the year, 
and which was speedily put out by the Police ^nd workmen. 
6,156 property passes were received at the gates. 2 cases 
of larceny of Government property, detected by Police, 
occurred. The offenders were dealt with by the Magis- 
trate. 10 charges were taken on R Division outside the 
Dockyard, and 31 reports of breaches of regulations, &c. 
were made to heads of departments. 

In Deptford Victualling Yard no case of larceny came 
under the notice of Police. 20 employes were reported to 
and dealt with by the head of the yard for " breach of De- 
partmental regulations." Only 1 fire occurred, i.e., to a 
quantity of oak chips in the cooperage, discovered by a 
Constable and speedily extinguished. 

The total number of visitors to this yard was 1,586 (in- 
cluding 4 foreigners), and the number of proper^ passes 
was 2,824. 

The attendance at the Educational Class has been good. 

Respecting Greenwich College Detachment I have 
nothing in particular to say, save that the Police stationed 
there have performed their duties in a satisfactory manner. 
This remark also applies to Aldershot Camp Detachment, 
where 214 prisoners, representing 202 charges, have been 
detained at the Station at various times during the year. 
The most noteworthy case was against several persons for 
stealing Government forage. 

3 of the accused were committed for trial at Win- 
chester Quarter Sessions^ when 2 of them were sentenced 
to 12 months imprisonment each, and the other discharged. 
The detection of these men was owing to the vigilance of 
a P.C., who was rewarded by Commissioner. 

In conclusion, I have again the pleasure to state that the 
various important duties in connection with the Contagious 
Diseases Acts have been carefully and consideratdyenrorced 
during the year by the Officers in charge of tne sevend 
Districts comprisea in this Division to my entire satisfaction. 
AU drills of whatever description have been carefully 
attended to, and my thanks aro due to the Inspectors for 
their hearty co-operation and assistance in all matters 
pertaining to the working of the Division.

Portsmouth Dockyard Division. 

I HAVE the honour to submit my Annual Report of the 
work of this Division for the year 1878. 

Since date of last Report no alteration has taken place 
in the strength. 

There have been no fires durinff the year in any of the 
establishments, nor have the engines been called to any 
outside the gates. 

During the year 25 cases of embezzlement were detected 
by the Police, committed by persons employed in the 
establishments, all of whom were convicted and the property 
recovered. 

No stores, the property of the Crown, are permitted by 
the regulations to be conveyed out of the establishment 
ashore or to vessels afloat unless accompanied by the 
printed form of pass duly signed by the authorised Officm, 
and containing a list of the various articles to be passed. 
These passes arC' examined aud the stores compared with 
them, and if found to be correct the stores are idlowed to 
be taken to their destination and the passes retained by 
the Poh'ce to be filed in the guard books. During the year 
13,780 passes were thus examined by the Police. The number 
of passes for private property which is passed in a siiiodlar 
way amount to as many more. 

British subjects desurous of viewinf^ the works in pro- 
gress are admitted on making apphcation at the main 
^ate and entering their names, professions, and residences 
in the visitor's book. Foreigners are admitted on produc- 
ing written authority from the Admiralty. 

Visitors are escorted round the establishments by the 
Police, except foreigners of rank, who are waited upon by 
Xaval Officers in uniform. During the year the Police 
escorted 36,638 British subjects, and 166 foreigners. 

The Police xluring the year escorted to I^wes (Naval)^ 
Lewes (County), Winclvester, Riding, Dorchester, South- 
ampton, Portsmouth, and Pentonville Prisons, 448 Naval 
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prisoners, and brought back from the above prisons and 
from Clerkenwell, Glasgow, Greenock, and Guildford 407 
prisoners on the expiration of their sentences and placed 
them on board their ships, making a total of 855 conveyed. 

During the year the Police arrested 887 stragglers and 
deserters, being an increase of 48 over the number brought 
in during the previous year. 

There were 21 persons convicted of smuggling, who had 
been detected by the Police during the year, being an 
increase of 1 1 cases on the year previous. 

For breaches of the local regulations of the establish- 
ments 149 persons were reported by the Police, and 16 
persons unconnected with the service were apprehended for 
attempting to pass intoxicating liquors into the Naval 

Hospital at Haslar. 

The Contagious Diseases Acts are carried out with all 
the care and attention their importance demands. 

The health of ^the men has been good and their conduct 
very satisfactory. 

ITie capsizing of H.M.S. "Eurydice " with the total loss of 
her officers and crew, except two seamen, on 24th March, 
during a squall off Dunnoze Point, while making for 
Portsmouth Harbour, is the only notable fact during the 
year worthy of record.

Third or Devonport Dockyard Division. 

In submitting my Annual Report for this Division for 
the year 1878 I neg to state that — 

Its strength, and the several Naval and Military Esta- 
blishments where the Police perform duty, remain the 
same as in former years. The nature of tne duties per- 
formed remain the same likewise. 

The property pass notes received by the Police during 
the year for Government and contractors' property leaving 
the yards amounts to a total of 16,819. This number is 
220 fewer than the number of pass notes received last year, 
but considerably above the average of former years. 

The visitors to the yards amounted during the year to 
19,864, which is 1,458 below the number last year, but at the 
same time considerably above the average of former years. 
19,656 of these visitors were British subjects and 208 were 
foreigners. 

The naval deserters and stragglers apprehended amounted 
to 1,092 ; 83 fewer than last year ; 772 of these were seamen 
and 437 marines. 

The naval prisoners conveyed to and from ^ol were 
303; 236 of these being seamen and 67 mannes; 176 
fewer in all than last year. 

The numbers apprehended and reported for offences 
against the property of the Crown amounted to 31, which 
is 9 more than last year ; and, in fact, the same number 
above the average of either of the last five years. 

For offences against the Customs' laws there were 15 
apprehensions, 3 more than last year. The cases of con- 
veying spirits into establishments came to 14, 4 more 
than last year, and also more than in any year preceding ; 
and the offences against the discipline of the estaolishments 
were 48, 17 fewer than last year, and fewer by far than 
in any year preceding. 

The Contagious Diseases Acts duties, in addition to the 
prevention of diseases in the service, their primary object, 
accomplished the same good results in all respects as in 
former years. As regards keeping down the number of 
prostitutes and brothels, and suppressing juvenile and 
clandestine prostitution, and saving women and girls from 
adoptin(j[ immoral lives, there was as little trouble as ever 
in carrying out the provisions of the Acts amongst the 
common women, all of whom, with but 6 exceptions, sub- 
mitting voluntarily ; and in 2 of these 6 exceptional cases 
out of 671, the total number brought under the Acts 
during the year, the women had likewise to be proceeded 
against for disobeying the Magistrates' orders after they 
were obtained. 

The Fire Brigade has now in its charge at the several 
establishments 2 steam fire-engines, 24 manual engines, 
and 48 hose reels, beside other appliances ; and it has had 
its efficiency further increased by the Police Stations at all 
the Admiralty establishments being connected by electric 
telegraph. All ranks have also been kept as perfect as 
possible in the use of the engines, &c. by regular fortnightly 
drills. 

During the year 3 fires were discovered in the Dock- 
yard by the PoUce, and extinguished at their very first 
ommencement without any material damage being done ; 



and the Brigade attended 6 fires outside the walls of the 
establishments. 

The principal of these, which was attended by the Super- 
intendent, 3 Inspectors, 8 P.Ss., and 52 P.Cs., with 1 
steam fire-engine and 2 manual engines, was the destruction 
of the interior of Plymouth Theatre on the night of the 
13th June ; the loss amounting to 5,000/. 

The next in importance was a fire at an ironmonger's 
shop in Fore Street, Devonport, on the 22nd September, 
where the damage done amounted to about 500/. ; and a 
letter was subsequently written to the Admiral Superin- 
tendent of the Dockyard by the Town Clerk of the borough, 
at the request of the Mayor, on behalf of the Town 
Council, to acknowledge the prompt and efficient services 
rendered by the Police in the suppression of this outbreak. 

The third fire in importance that the Brigade attended 
occurred on the 20th November, in the back premises of 
an ironmonger's shop in Morice Town, where the damage 
amounted to about 200/. 

The conduct of all ranks has been, as usual, exceedinglv 
good. On duty they have been unceasingly correct, careful, 
and attentive ; and the superiority of the men's apjiearance 
and demeanour in the streets when off duty is such as to 
merit all praise. 

The Naval Conmiander-in-Chief, Sir T. M. Symonds, 
K.C.B., on striking his flag at the port specially ex- 
pressed in a letter to the Admiralty his commendation of 
the Police for the very satisfactory manner in which they 
performed their duties connected with the service afloat, 
and a P.C. was brought under the Commissioner's notice 
bv the Board of Trade for activity and gallant conduct 
displayed in rescuing a man from drowning at the Royal 
William Victualling Yard. 

15 men incurred reports, 2 more than last year. The 
generality of the reports being of a trivial nature, and there 
was no case of dismissal, or of compulsory resignation. 

The promotions consisted of one Sergeant to Inspector, 
and two Constables to Sergeants. 

The sickness amounted to 53 cases with 44 men, against 
50 cases with 40 men last year, but there were, nevertheless, 
this year 57 fewer days sickness amongst the whole. 

Tnere were no deaths during the year. 2 P.Cs. were 
pensioned, 1 P.C. resigned voluntarily, and 1 P.C. was 
transferred at his own request to a London Division. 

The educational classes were attended by about one fifth 
more this year than last ; and the principal instructor, a 
very able man indeed, who has had charge of the classes 
now for a number of years, reports the incre^ased interest 
taken by those who attend, ana that he does not remember 
any previous year in which so much " good work " was 
done,

During the year tne Division has been augmented 1 

Sergeant and 3 Constables for the extension works at 
Chatham Dockyard, 3 Constables for the Gun Wharf 
at Sheerness, and 1 Constable for the Royal Engineer 
Field Works at Upnor. 

58 men have been on the sick list during the year, 
making 75 cases of sickness, and a total loss to the service 
of 1,481 days. 

2 Constables resigned, 2 Sergeants and 3 Constables 
were pensioned, and 1 Chief Inspector died. 

160 persons were apprehenoed and reported, 7 for 
infringing the Customs laws ; 36 for offences against the 
propCTty of the Crown ; 4 for conveying spirits to ships; 
105 for offences against the discipline of the establishments ; 
and 8 miscellaneous. 

815 Naval deserters and stragglers were apprehended. 
147 prisoners were conveyed to, and 162 from, various 
prisons. 

7>582 store passes were received and the articles com- 
pared. 

26,099 British subjects and 64 foreigners visited the 
establishments. 

The Police on duty discovered 1 1 fires within the es- 
tablishments, and 8 lighted candles and oil lamps care- 
lessly left burning. These were properly extinguished 
before much damage was done. The Police Fire Brigade 
attended 4 extensive fires without the yards. ITieir 
services were acknowledged in one instance at Chatham 
bv letter of thanks to Commissioner, and at Sheerness by 
the respectable inhabitants and some of the insurance 
offices by subscribing the sum of 26/. 35., which was paid 
to the Police concerned as a gratuity. 
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It has been a source of gratification to me that during 
the year the option of attending the educational classes 
has been withontwn, and the attendance of young Con- 
stables made compulsory, thereby securing a better attend- 
ance at the classes, tending to improve the men needing 
instruction, and qualifying them to perform their duties 
more efficiently. 

The Police auties under the Contagious Diseases Acts in 
the 5 Districts attached to my Division have been 
carefully |)erformed with corresponding beneficial advan- 
tages to the parties concerned. 

I have much pleasure in bearing testimony to the good 
conduct of the Police of all ranks» and in the willing co- 
operation of the Inspectors in assisting me in effectually 
carrying out the duties free from complaint.

Fifth or Pbmbroke Dockyard Division. 

In submitting my Annual Report for 1878, it gives me 
very great pleasure to be able to state that the conduct of 
both Officers and men has been very good, and that they 
have performed their duties satisfEtctorily. 

l%e health of the men has been generally good, only 
5 men have been sick, and no deaths during the year. 
Only 1 death has occurred in this Division during the 
last 18 years. 

2 men have been promoted to higher ranks and 2 re- 
signed from the service on pensions. 

The Division was augmented 3 Constables in May, 
for duty at " Hobbs' Point '* during the time Her Majesty's 



Ship " Mercury " was lying there, taking in her machinery, 
and reduced the 3 Constables in August, after the ship 
was removed to the Dockyard. 

The Police duties have been considerably increased 
during the year, by the increase of the number of ships 
and gun boats building at one time ; the greatest number 
was 14. Also by the increased quantity of stores sent off 
to ships lying afloat after having been launched, and the 
use of the east gate by the railway company bringing 
in stores, and in consequence of the unsettled state, caused 
b^ war, with other nations, the Captain Superintendent 
directed that all strange visitors to the yard should be 
escorted by Police, and that the visitors cards be used as 
little as possible. This increase of duty makes it necessary 
that there should be an augmentation of 3 Constables 
to the present authorised strength of the Division. 

1,771 store passes have been received. 

5 persons were detected embezsling Government stores. 

4,251 persons visited the yard. 

2 fires were discovered and extinguished by the Police 
before damage was done to either buddings or stores. 

37 persons were reported for breaches of regulations. 

About 4,000 people were present at the launch of Her 
Majesty's Ship '* Mercury," all passed off without accident 
or complaint. 

28 Naval stragglers were apprehended, and 4 Naval 
prisoners conveyed to ships lying at other yards. 

2 boats, 1 floating stage, and 4 balks of timber (private 
property) were picked up in the river and were delivered 
to their owners. 

Since the reduction of the number of subjects taught 
in the educational class the number of men who attend 
has increased.

Sixteen men were suspended on account of venereal disease during the year. 

The epidemic of small-pox which was in progress at the end of the year 1877, has hardly yet 
terminated, but it has had little influence on the men in this force, notwithstanding their constant 
exposure to sources of contagion. Nine cases on the whole occurred during the year, none of which 
proved fatal. Of these, one each occurred in the months of January, February, March, and May, and 
two each in April and June, after which there was no case except one in December.

Detached Sick Leave. 

During the year 1878, 25 men from the Metropolitan and Woolwich Divisions were placed on 
detached sick leave. The case of the man who was left from the last report is to be added, making 
26 in all 

Of these, 5 resumed duty, 3 died, 13 were returned unfit, and 4 are still on leave. Two of these 
are believed to be in a dying state. 

The nature of the cases to which this kind of leave is now restricted was explained in my last 
report. Many years ago detached leave was much more fully granted, and more than 100 men were 
always on this list, but I found that so few of them were obtaining any efficient medical treatment, 
and so small a proportion ever resumed active duty, that I have gradually restricted the number of 
detached men to the very low average shown in the reports of the last few years, and I think with 
unmistakeable gain in a medical as well as financial point of view ; the proportion of men reported 
unfit has fallen instead of rising, and the Police fund is relieved from the charge of a large number of 
ineffective men.
